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mains a problem within the ad- 
mission process. At this time, 
it Is not known why more 
women are attracted to the cam- 
pus as opposed to men. 

There are 31 transfer students, 
as well as 23 minority stu- 
dents. Both of these figures 
show notable increases. 

Academic statistics are also 
record-breaking this year. Nine 
out of ten freshmen are in the 
top 25 percent, and 40 percent 
of freshmen are in the top 10 

percent of their high school 
class. 

The average SAT score is ap- 
proximately 1057. The result 
is no less than 167 scholarships 
awarded to individual freshmen 
this year, totalling 32 percent 
of the class. 

Business, Communications 
and Occupational Therapy still 
remain to be the most popular 
majors on campus. In addition, 
there has been a 50 percent in- 
crease in pre-law students and a 
100 percent increase in students 
studying pre-med. 

Fifty-eight percent of Eliza- 
bethtown College students re- 
side in Pennsylvania. Howev- 
er, there has been an increase in 
students from New England. 

Statistics show 33 students 
from the New England states 
this year, increasing significant- 
ly from only five students only 
four years ago. Conway sees 
the overall geographic base of 
the class as broader than previ- 
ous years.

The Class of 1993 has arrived. 
Approximately 525 incoming 
freshmen will be moving into 
their new homes and attending 
orientation activities through- 
out the weekend. 

This group proves to be one 
of the most interesting in Eliza- 
bethtown College history, with 
amazing statistics: 

According to Susan Cupit, as- 
sistant director of admissions, it 
was the first time in college 
history that the admissions of- 
fice closed its doors to applica- 
tions as early as May 1. 

Overall, 2625 applications 
were received and 1207 were ac- 
cepted, equalling a 46 percent 
acceptance rate. That marks a 
significant decrease from 1988 
and 1987, where the acceptance 
rates were 51 percent and 57 
percent respectively. This 
year's large freshman class was 
not expected. 

t)avid Conway believes that 
the increase reflects the strong 
interest that high-school stu- 
dents have developed in the past 
four or five years, as well as the 
national recognition the school 
received last year. 

There is still a drastic differ- 
ence between the number of 
males and females accepted. 
There are 360 women and 165 
men in the Class of 1993- a 70 
to 30-percent ratio. This re-

Since the middle 
of August many freshmen and 
upperclassmen alike have been 
working hard in preparation for 
their respective upcoming 
sports seasons. For those 
unfamiliar with the athletic 
tradition here at Etown, it is a 
strong one and a proud one. 

When the current fall season 


of competition kicks off there 
will be seven different teams (3 
men's and 4 women's) striving 
for victory in the Middle 
Atlantic Conference (the 
MAC). 

Those teams include; men's 
and women's soccer, field 
hockey, women's volleyball, 
men's and women's cross 
country, and finally baseball, 
which will begin it's season 
later on in the fall. The 
Elizabethtown College men's 
soccer team is one of the most 
followed sports on the 
College's docket. 

The squads whieh have played 
here have long been associated 
with the adjective "good", a 
word which is feeble when 
used to describe the team's 
success over the past few years. 

In fact, its not at all 
far-fetched to say that the Blue 
Jays have been a dominating 
force in the MAC since Head 
Coach Arthur "Skip" Roderick 
took over the helm in 1983. 

In his stay as head coach, 
Roderick's teams have racked up 
several MAC titles, including 
back to back crowns in 1986 


and 1987. They have earned 
numerous National rankings 
and spent most of last season as 
the #1 division III team in the 
Country. The team is currently 
scheduled to open their season 
against Millersville on 
September 5th. 

The women's soccer team is 
entering only it's second year as 
a full fledged sports team 
recognized by the MAC and 
NCAA. Though they are the 
newest of Elizabethtown's 
competing teams, they are 
instilled with the same pride as 
other teams and hope to 
rightfully challenge for the 
MAC crown this year. The 
team is slated to open it's 
second season on September 
2nd against Bloomsburg. 

The Field Hockey team is 
another team which is well 
versed in the ways of winning. 
They too have garnered their 
fair share of MAC 
championships and are a 
perrenial playoff team. They are 
led by veteran coach Yvonne 
Kauffman, who also happens to 
be the coach of the National 
Champion Lady Jays Basketball 


team. 

This year's Field Hockey 
squad opens the season against 
traditional opening day rival 
Haverford on September 6th. 

The women's volleyball team 
is coached by Pam Mehrens, 
who is entering her second year 
as the team's head coach. Last 
season Mehrens led her team to 
the MAC playoffs and is 
hoping to do the same this 
season. 

The volleyball team starts 
their season with an 
Invitational Tournament on 
September 22nd and then faces 
Conference opponent Lycoming 
on the 26th. 

The men's and women's cross 
country teams are led by coach 
Dale Luy. Last year the 
"runnin' jays" enjoyed fine 
seasons. The women's team 
broke the school record for team 
victories while the men finished 
above the .500 mark. With a 
strong nucleus remaining, both 
teams should improve this 
coming fall. Their season 
opens September 23rd against 
Juniata.

1988-89: A great year in Etown sports 


While last season was a great 
year for fall sports, there were 
also great moments to be found 
in the winter and spring sports 
seasons. 

Not the least of which was a 
National Championship which 
was brought home from Centre 
College in Kentucky by our 
Women's Basketball team last 
March. 

After winning the MAC title 
against bitter rival Franklin and 
Marshall, the Lady Jays 
stormed through the National 
Tournament to the Final Four 
in Danville, Kentucky. It was 
there that three coaches and 12 
young women discovered a 
desire to win which was at the 
time as strong as life itself. 

The team fought a war against 


home team Centre College, 
which resulted in an exciting 
73-64 overtime win in the 
semi-finals. 

The Lady Jays then moved on 
to face #1 ranked Cal St. 
Stanislaus and with 2 seconds 
remaining won the title with a 
foul shot. The score was 66-65. 

The result was pandamonium, 
as the team and fans crowded 
the floor in victorious 
jubilation. Coach Yvonne 
Kauffman had done what few 
coaches dream of doing. She 
had won her second national 
title, the first coming in 1982. 

Senior guard Nancy Keene 
was selected to the Kodak 
All-America Team and she 
along with teammates Lori 
Lobb and Kim Cahill each 


surpassed the 1000 point mark 
in their careers. 

That feat was also 
accomplished by a member of 

the men's team, Jim Hepfer. 
Hepfer is hoping to expand on 
his totals this year as he begins 
hio final season with Etown. 

This year the team is under a 
new Head Coach, Etown 
alumnus Dave Lebo. He 
replaces Donnie Marsh who left 
to take the head coaching job at 
Trenton State. 

Another highlight of last year 
was created by wrestling 
Captain Tim Gerber. Gerber 
became the first grappler in the 
school's history to win 100 
matches. No small feat by any 
standards. 

Along the way he led the team 
to 4th place in the 26 team 


MAC tournament where he 
himself took first place honors 
at the 126 pound weight class. 

Another of the big 
achievements last year came 
from the women's swim team. 
The team itself set a new 
school record for wins with a 
best ever mark of 11-2. 
Gerber then earned 
All-American status at the 
National tournament and was 
later selected by a group of 
coaches to travel to the Soviet 
Union with a team of American 
College All-stars. 

Si ndout perfomances came 
from freshman Gretchen Lusch 
and senior captain Julie 
Phillips. Both qualified for the 
National meet at South Bend, 
Indiana.

He has since held positions 
at the University of Tennessee 
as a staff psychologist, as well 
as a special consultant to the 
vice president of student 
affairs/director of counseling 
and career development at the 
Westbury Campus of State 
University of New York. 

It was at this position at 
SUNY that Brown was 
considering a move towards a 
title with a bit more 
responsibility. Thus, he 
pursued the opportunity to 
become Dean at Elizabethtown 
College.

The start of a new year and 
a new fall sports season. But 
before we jump into cross 
country, soccer, volleyball and 
field hockey, let's take a look at 
the events which unfolded over 
the summer. 

Backtrack to Saturday 
February 18, 1989. Etown was 
closing out its men’s basketball 
season by laying a 97-75 
pasting on Lycoming College. 
None of the players on the 
squad were graduating seniors 
and there was an eager 
enthusiasm in the air as 
everyone looked forward to this 
season. 

Fast forward now to June 17, 
1989. Donnie Marsh, who had 
guided the Jays to a 12-13 
record in his first year at the 
helm, resigned to become the 
head coach at Trenton State 
College. Marsh's reasons for 
leaving Etown were numerous. 
"...I owed it to my family to 
take a look, it's only 45 
minutes from my home, and it 
(the commute) was rough 
during the season." 

Thus, the Donnie Marsh era 
ended after just one year. One 
month later at a press 
conference. President Spiegler 
announced he had made his 
decision on a replacement. The 
new head coach of the Blue Jays 
is former Carlisle (Pa.) High 
School basketball coach Dave 
Lebo. 

Lebo is recognized throughout 
the country as one of the best 
high school coaches having 
guided Carlisle to four straight 
PIAA quad A state 
championships from 1984 
through 1988. During his 
eighteen years of coaching at 
the high school level, Lebo's 
teams compiled an impressive 
record of 386-108 for a total of 
78% wins. 

Even though Lebo coached 
several players who went on to 
play at the Division I level (his 
son Jeff, a graduate of 
University of North Carolina, 
and Syracuse sophomore 
standout Billy Owens), he 
believes this was his best 
opportunity. "Division III 
basketball is the closest thing 
to 'pure' basketball because the 
players are here for the joy of 
the game." His teams are 
characterized by an up tempo 
style of play Aat Lebo says 
"...will continue. I like to play 
an up tempo game on both ends 
of the floor."

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MacCaffrey kicks off academic year 


this title for their outstanding 
academic achievement during 
their years at the College. 

Dr. Wallace T. MacCaffrey, 
this year's guest speaker, is a 
professor of history at Harvard 
University. Being a noted 
scholar and authority on British

Adminstration sees athletes as leaders

Last Thursday night was a 
turning point for Elizabethtown 
College. Many of you may 
have noticed a large group of 
people traveling to Gibble 
theatre. Who were these people 
and what were they going to 
see? 

The answers to these 
questions are they were the 
athletes of Elizabethtown 
College and they were going to 
see a presentation about drug 
and alcohol abuse and about the 
roles they play in relationships. 

These were not speeches 
given by their coaches, rather 
by professionals who know the 
severity of the subjects that are 
being dealt with, Dean Ron 


Brown, Athletic Director Ken 
Ober, Director of Public Safety 
William Whitman, and from 
the Counseling and Student 
Development Office, Royal 
Snavely. 

According to Snavely, the 
athletes were chosen because 
"they are a very visible part of 
campus and they are also role 
models." It is very important to 
discuss these issues with people 
who are held in high esteem. 
Regardless of the level in which 
they compete, they are respected 
and need to learn that people 
hold them in high esteem. 

Think back to June of 1986. 
Most of us were in the midst of 
our high school years and 
people who were in college at 
that time were people that we 


looked up to. 

But some of them did not 
realize the dangers of drug and 
alcohol abuse. Len Bias was 
one of those unfortunate 
people. In June of that year he 
was drafted by the Boston 
Celtics in the first round of the 
NBA draft. The Celtics were at 
that time one of the power 
teams in the NBA and Bias was 
assured of reaping the benefits 
of his outstanding basketball 
talents. But shortly after Len 
Bias was drafted, a time in 
which he should have been high 
on life, he got high on cocaine 
and died. 

The cause of death was an 
overdose of cocaine. Not a 
week had passed when another 
of our "role models" passed 
away from a drug overdose. 


Don Rodgers, an All-Pro 
defensive back for the Cleveland 
Browns, suffered the same fate 
as Bias.

While Snavely was the first 
to admit that in no way are the 
athletes of this school being 
accused of drug or alcohol 
abuse, he again went back to 
his point that "athletes are 
respected, and many people will 
follow what they do." 

The athletes were selected 
as the group to be invited 
merely because they are the 
single largest group on campus. 

Hopefully, through these 
people, the message will get 
out about the seriousness of 
abusing alcohol and drugs and 


the implications of what can 
happen. 

Another area of conversation 
was relationships; how they 
work, what the responsibilities 
are, and awareness in several 
areas including sex. 

"This was the first large 
scale group effort of its kind 
here," according to Snavely and 
he believes it was a success. 

This is the first in a series 
of articles which will discuss 
the events of the meeting. This 
particular segment was designed 
to make the student body aware 
of what transpired. Next week I 
will take a more in-depth look 
at the administration’s 
objectives, short and long 
range, for the program.

Have you ever wondered 
what it would be like to soar 
through outer space? The 
students attending last week's 
"Monday at 10" got a small 
taste of what it feels like. 
Major Andrew Allen, an 
astronaut with the NASA space 
shuttle program, brought a lot 
of insight to the wonders of 
outer space. 


The training to be an 
astronaut is very rigorous and 
the trainees spend thousands of 
hours in simulators. They are 
also trained in a plane called 
the Gulfstream , which is 
computerized to simulate the 
way the Shuttle flies. 


He also rests assured he 
will be riding in the safest- 
vehicle to enter space. He says, 
"I'd rather pilot the shuttle than 
drive in Philadelphia traffic." 

Plans for two probes into 
outer space were introduced. 
The Galileo, the probe going to 
Jupiter, caused some concern 
because it is nuclear-generated. 

Major Allen put that fear to 
rest by explaining that it is 
necessary and causes no threat 
as it is bound in ceramic, which 
is non-water soluble, so it 
cannot contaminate the water if 
something should fail. 


Although Maj. Allen will 
eventually go into space, he is 
mainly there as just a pilot. 
The other astronauts aboard 
come from backgrounds of 
science and are titled "Mission 
Specialists." Those are the 
astronauts who get involved 
with repairing the satellites and 
scientific experiments. Medical 
doctors are also sent up to 
perform life science 
experiments. 


The presentation, 
highlighted by a slide show and 
films, was one to inform the 
public on the progression of 
technology and keep them 
informed about NASA's latest 


undertakings. 


Major Allen started out by 
describing the process of being 
selected to be an astronaut. He 
said, "The hardest part of being 
an astronaut is getting in the 
door." 

The Major himself has 
come from a very strong 
background. He graduated from 
Villanova in 1977, with a 
Mechanical Engineering degree

Peer Counselor 
program works

After roughly two years of 
battling for its own 
broadcasting area, WWEC radio 
is finally on track for the 
transition from AM to FM. 

The delay was specifically 
caused by a company interested 
in an adjacent channel that 
would have meant overlapping 
signals. The conflict was on 
the verge of going to court, 
but was resolved this year. 

WWEC filed with the Federal 
Communications Commission 
(FCC) in the summer of 1989 
and is awaiting a construction 
permit. Once the permit is 
received, the station has one 
year to go on the air. 

When the station begins 
operating in the FM mode there 
will be numerous changes in its 
format. Instead of just evening 
slots, WWEC will be 
broadcasting from nine a.m. to 
twelve midnight on Monday 
through Friday, and twelve 
noon to twelve midnight on 
Saturdays and Sundays. 

The change in broadcasting 


time calls for a new variety of 
programs. Professor Donald 
Smith, the main coordinator of 
the radio station, realizes the 
new responsibility to the 
surrounding community, as 
well as the college itself. 

Having been delayed for so 
long. Smith remarked, "The 
glamour is gone-the reality has 
set in." 

Smith shared some ideas for 
the new free-form format. The 
station has a commitment to 
international programming, 
which will mean a link with 
such countries as Sweden, 
Israel, and possibly Africa. 

Also in consideration is the 
use of programs from the 
National Association of 
College Broadcasting (NACB). 
For the community and the 
college itself there will be 
several hours of air time set 
aside for classical and jazz 
programming. 

Smith has remarked about a 
chance of a talk show with 
people of the nearby 
community. This would add to 
the new format. 


Stephanie Petersen, General 
Manager at WWEC, is excited 
about the prospects of going 
FM. She says she has a very 
competent staff this semester, 
and there are many people eager 
to work in the station. 

The board has been so busy 
readying itself for 640 AM that 
the thought of FM was far from 
their minds. As Petersen 
remarked, "I'm not going to get 
excited until the permit is in 
our hands." 

Even when they receive the 
permit, more time will be 
needed to train new radio 
personalities, such as high 
school students and college 
students from other 
departments. Soon the 
Elizabethtown community will 
be listening to WWEC in the 
high quality sound of FM. 
Broadcasting to approximately 
26,000 people, the radio station 
on campus is planning to bring 
a promising new array of 
programs to the area. The dial 
setting of the FM station will 
be 88.3 FM.

Assault investigation continues

A female student was 
assaulted early Sunday morning 
while walking back from a

While the woman was 
walking from the Founders' 
parking lot, a man jumped out 
from behind a parked car, 
grabbed the woman, and pushed 
her up against the car.

Almost instantly, Bourquin 
felt very comfortable and 
welcome at Etown.

"Everyone is nice here," 
admits Bourquin and with high 
anticipation, he hopes to, 
"enjoy life here."

Borough sets up parking policies

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-No parking within 15ft of 
a fire hydrant 

-No parking without a 
permit in restricted areas.

They received a ticket 
and were fined $6.00 for being 
in violation of the ordinance 
after borough police kept track 
of the cars by chalking tires.

Prof'files: Dr. Herbert Poole

An office, like a dorm 
room, can reveal the 
characteristics of the person that 
uses it. One's personality can 
be expressed in the way the 
office or room is arranged, cared 
for, and decorated. 

The first glimpse into his 
office communicates a lot about 
this professor. The room is lit 
with only table lamps; there are 
no glaring overhead lights. The 
decorations are conservative, yet 
they are displayed in such a way 
that they draw attention without 
being overbearing or gaudy. 

The furniture in the office is 
One whole wall is lined with 


books. They are all neatly 
stacked and organized, giving 
the impression that the person 
who owns them takes great 
pride in them. 

The office is dignified, 
tasteful and conservative, 
reflecting the traits of its owner. 
Dr. Herbert Poole. Poole is a 
professor of history here at 
Etown.

Poole remembered his 
fascination with world events. 
"I was growing up during the 
time of the second World War. 

I had a map on my wall that I 
would use to chart the progress 
of the war." 

His interest in history 
continued to grow throughout 
his school years. He graduated 
from Franklin and Marshall 
College in 1953 with a degree 
in history. He then enlisted in 
the Air Force. 

The Air Force was an 
appropriate choice for Poole 
since he started flying when he 
was only 14 years old.. He 
flew solo before the age of 16. 


And he earned his pilot's license 
when he was just 17. 

In the Air Force, all of his 
experience paid off. He was 
given the honor of being the 
first one in his class to fly solo. 

Poole was also was given, 
the opportunity to land an 
airplane both on floats (in the 
water) and on skis. When asked 
what it was like to land a plane 
on water, Poole joked, "Have 
you ever seen a duck land in 
watei?" 

Although he spent five 
years in the Air Force, he never 
flew out of the continent This 
didn't bother him that much 
because Poole doesn't want to 
travel everywhere. When he 
does travel, it's done very 


slowly and according to his own 
schedule. 

One country Poole loves to 
travel to is England. He goes 
to England every other year to 
gain an understanding of "all 
aspects that comprise the 
country, not just the parts that 
are on postcards." 

Poole loves the English 
climate. It's conducive to both 
gardening and walking, two of 
his favorite pasttimes. As 
much as he enjoys England 
though, America is his home 
and he doesn't want to leave. 

It's a good thing that he's 
not leaving for Etown would be 
losing an articulate, intelligent, 
and distinguished professor. As 
one student so eloquently stated, 
"Poole knows his stuff." 


Spanish student adjusts 
to Etown College life

David Samso, a 21-year-old 
student of the School of 
Economics of the University of 
Barcelona, in Spain, is here at 
Etown on a BCA scholarship. 

During his two year stay 
here, Samso will be studying 
business administration with a 
concentration in economics. 
Samso has not yet received a 
degree from Barcelona, as he 
still has another year to 
complete in Spain after this 
one. 

Some may wonder, why 
Etown? Why would Samso 
come from a university of 
approximately 40,000 people to 
a small liberal arts college in 
Lancaster County, Penn- 
sylvania, USA? 

Samso explained that 
through the BCA program, 
Etown is one of the colleges 
offered. He chose this college 
because of it's centralized 
location to New York, 
Philadelphia, and Washington 
D.C. He hopes to travel to all 
of these places within the next 
year. 

So far, Samso seems to be 
pleased with his decision to 
come to Etown. Academically, 
he likes the size of this school. 

The small classes allow 
him to "talk and work with the 
professors." 

Like other Spanish 
universities, the University of 
Barcelona consists mainly of 
extremely large lecture halls 


that allow little room for 
conversation between the 
teacher and student 

Socially, Samso likes the 
idea of having an actual campus 
where the students live. Dorms 
allow residents to have a "social 
life with other people." Samso 

explained that in Barcelona, 60 
- 70% of the students commute. 
This leaves socializing mostly 
to parties and other cultural 
events. 

Like many Etown students, 
Samso has quickly disagreed 
with the hypocrisy of the 
recently modified alcohol 
policy. Being of legal age, 
Samso does recognize his 
legitimate right to drink 
alcoholic beverages. 

However, he does not 
understand the logic of 
21 -year-olds being able to drink 
in the dorm rooms but not

Samso feels that, because 
of the restricted alcohol policy, 
the social life on campus is not 
all that it could be.

Like many colleges, 
Elizabethtown offers the 
opportunity for students to 
study abroad for a semester. 

This allows students to 
experience living in an area of 
different social, economical, 
cultural and academic 
surroundings. 

The program that is 
available at Elizabethtown is 
the BCA (Brethren Colleges 
Abroad) program. Deanna 
Sibert is a former BCA student 
Studying in England, she took 
various classes including 3 
credits on Shakespeare. 

When asked if the academic 
structures differed from those in 
the U.S., Sibert replied that 
most of the classes were set up 
as either lectures or seminars.

Sibert felt less stress from | 
the English system, while still 
carrying 18 credits. 

Living in England was a 
major change. The house she 
lived in was an off-campus 
residence (digs) where she lived 
with a family. It was more like 
a landlord / tenant relationship. 
She had to make a few 
adjustments to her life style 
because to go to classes she had 
to walk 3 miles one way. 

This was not the only 
unenjoyable experience. She 
also did not enjoy the food in 
England. But she did take great 
pleasure in traveling all 
throughout Europe. She visited 
Spain, France, Italy, and other 
European nations. 

Sibert recommends the 
BCA program highly to other 
students. "It gives you a 
different perspective of other 
cultures and it allows you to 
respect them more", she said. 

She did express that in the 
future it may be a more 
enjoyable experience if there 
could be more on-campus 
housing. Her semester in 
England is one experience that 
she will never forget.

Last Sunday 
night, September 24, NBC 
aired the Saturday Night Live

11:30 pm time slot was 
considered the Saturday night 
wasteland that was filled with 
reruns.

They did this by using such 
characters as Gumby, Mr. Bill, 
and the Howard Cosell 
impersonation. 

1985 to 1989 has brought a 
lot of new faces and new talent 
to Saturday Night Live. Some 
of the newer skits include Hans 
and Franz the weightlifters. The 
Pat Stevens Show, and 
America’s new sweetheart, the 
Church Lady. 

Although many skits and 
faces have come and gone, 
Saturday Night Live is still one 
of the top comedy shows of our 
generation and hop>efully it will 
be making us laugh for another 
15 years.

New inductions to Hall of Fame 


Four former Elizabethtown 
College athletes and the 
undefeated 1961 field hockey 
team will be inducted into the 
Ira R. Herr Athletic Hall of 
Fame during Homecoming 
ceremonies tomorrow. 

The Athletic Hall of Fame, 
named in honor of the late Ira 
R. Herr '24, was established in 
1975 to recognize former 
students and staff who 
represented Elizabethtown 
College with distinction in 
intercollegiate athletic 
competition. 

Any graduate who earned a 
varsity letter is eligible for 



nomination and membership. 
Eligibility for nomination 
begins five years after 
graduation. Up to five persons 
may be selected for membership 
in any single year. 

The 1989 inductees are: 
William Hoar '60, Gilbert 
Jackson III '69, Beckie 
Donecker Beazley '82, James 
Meminger '52, and the '61 field 
hockey team. 

Hoar was a prolific scorer for 
the men's soccer team. He 
concluded his career with 44 
goals (fifth on the all-time 
scoring list). Hoar also had 102 
career points (seventh). 


Jackson was a four-year letter 
winner in men's basketball and 
Meminger posted a 7-0 singles 
record in 1952. That mark is 
believed to be the only 
finshed with 1,272 points 
(tenth on the all-time list). 
During his career, he averaged 
14.6 points per game. 

A two time All-American in 
women's tennis in 1980 and 
1981, Beazley remains the 
record holder for most wins in a 
season. She set the mark in 
1980 with a record of 20-3 en 
route to a second place at the 
AIAW National 

Championships.

'Sup sports fans. Happy 
Homecoming! I hope that all 
of the skeletons from your past 
don't jump out at you at 
once. But seriously, 
homecoming is a great time of 
the year at Elizabethtown. 

It's a time to catch up with 
old friends and hallmates, a 
time to reminisce about the 
past, and for you seniors, it's a 
time to do some key 
"networking" with contacts in 
the business world. 

When I think of 
homecoming, many great 
traditions pop into my mind. 
One of these is the great sports 
program we have at Etown. It 
seems that over the years our 
Athletic Department has been 
consistently winning games and 
titles. One of the winning 
traditions at Elizabethtown is 
the field hockey team. 

Currently, the Lady Jays are 
8 and 3: If they keep this up, it 
will be their 20th straight 
winning season under the 
tutelage of coach Yvonne 
Kaufman. 

One of the keys to any 
good team is leadership. The 
Lady Jays get this guidance 
from senior tri-captains Becky 
Runge, Monica Esh, and (the 
subject of this week's column) 
Suzie Shue. Before I talk about 
Suzie, however, I think it 
would be a good idea to give a 
little background on field 
hockey. 

I really can't speak with 
authority about the sport 
because the only experience I 
have had with it occurred when 
my friend "Longhead" and I 
took it for a gym class two 
years ago (we usually ended up 


beating each other over the head 
with the sticks). So for you, 
my public, I did a little 
research. 

Field hockey is played with 
11 people (10 fielders and a 
keeper) on a side. The game is 
broken up into two 35 minute 
halves. There are five main 
positions that a player can be 
on the field. They are forward, 
link, halfback, sweeper, and 
goal keeper. 

Any one of these positions 
can score. The stick that is 
used has a hook on the end that 
is flat on one side and curved on 
the other. A player can only 
hit the ball with the flat side of 
the stick, making the game 
very difficult to play. Another 
problem is that a player cannot 
protect the ball with any part of 
her body or stick; the opponent 
must always have an access to 
the ball. 

If the other player does not 
have access, it results in a 
penalty called obstruction, 
which usually accounts for 
most of the whistles in the 
game. One of the things that 
stands out when I think of field 
hockey are those whistles. 

It seems that 80% of the 
game is made up of the referees 
blowing them and stopping the 
play. But enough of that, now 
let me get to the point. 

Suzie has been playing field 
hockey for the past eight years. 
She broke into the varsity 
line-up on the last game of her 
freshman year at Phillipsburg 
High School, in Phillipsburg, 
New Jersey, and has been a 
varsity player ever since. 

I asked Suzie what 
prompted her to try this sport

This week's Monday at 10 
program titled "So, Who Are 
The Anabaptists and Pietists?" 
featured a panel of five scholars 
discussing the origins, 
differences, and similarities of 
two of the numerous varieties 
of religions found in historic 
Lancaster County. 

The program served to 
inform tlic student body of the 
college's new Bucher 
Meetinghouse and the Center 
for the Study of Anabaptist and 
Pietist Groups. 

Elizabethtown College's 
own Dr. Donald B. Kraybill, 
professor of Sociology and 
author of the new book. The 
Riddle of the Amish Culture, 
headed the proceedings and 
introduced the other four 
speakers. The panel consisted 
of Dr. Donald Durnbaugh, Dr. 
Beulah S. Hostetler, Ms. Anne 
Carper, and Dr. John A. 
Hostetler. 

Durnbaugh, a nationally 
known church scholar and the 
first Carl W. Zeigler History 


and Religion professor, 
identified Anabaptism as a 
movement which began in 
various parts of Europe such as 
Zurich, Switzerland, and 
Southern Germany. 

It is a faith that stresses the 
ideology of consciously and 
voluntarily joining a church 
through baptism in adulthood 
rather than being born into it 
by baptism as an infant. 

Pietism, according to 
Durnbaugh, started in Holland 
and was concerned with 
"renewing the church and 
having an impact on society. It 
was an attempt to revive church 
life, particularly among the 
Protestants." 

Dr. Beulah Hostetler, 
associate professor of 
sociology, followed Durnbaugh 
by discussing who the 
Anabaptists and Pietists are in 
the Lancaster County Area. 

Particular mention was 
given to the Old Order Amish, 
who also attract a good number 
of tourists to Lancaster each 
year. She also gave a 
description of the richness in 
variety of religions in the local 


region. 

Next, former Head Librarian 
of Zug Memorial Library, Anne 
Carper, provided three 
interesting vignettes of some of 
the key people in 
Elizabethtown College's past. 
Among them was Rufus P. 
Bucher, now being 
commemorated in the naming 
of the Bucher Meetinghouse. 

The final speaker was Dr. 
John Hostetler who was the 
College's first Distinguished 
Scholar in Residence. He 
currently works on a project 
called, "Dispute Management 
Among the Plain People" 
which deals with how conflicts 
in the Amish are resolved 
without the aid of a court 
system and how the resolutions 
affect the plain society. "It is 
very hard to live the simple life 
in an affluent society such as 
ours... .[and] we often 
unknowingly intrude," says 
Hostetler. 

Bucher Meetinghouse will 
host an open house and love 
feast at 6:30 p.m. on Sunday, 
October 22. 


Is fundraising necessary?

Fundraising is a necessary 
function for almost every 
college to remain in good 
standing. Elizabethtown is no 
exception. With a new library 
under construction, plans for 
renovation of Zug library, and 
countless applications for 
scholarships, the college's 
outgoing money must come 
from many different sources. 
The past school year 
(1988-1989) saw a total of over 
$2.1 million in donations to 
the college. 

The total cost for the new 
High library amounts to $6 
million . So far, the volunteers 
for the fundraising project have 
brought in close to $5.5 
million. If the school is unable 
to reach the goal of $6 million 
by December 31, a generous 
offer by the Kresge Foundation 
will aid in reaching it by 
donating up to the last 
$500,000, if necessary. 


Ms. Mary Beth Matteo, 
Vice President for Institutional 
Advancement, is in charge of 
the donations coming from 
such sources as; alumni, 
foundations and corporations, 
various affiliated churches, and 
interested individuals. 

The largest amount of 
money comes from the alumni. 

This year, grants from the 
Steinman Foundation of 
Lancaster and Hershey came to 
$375,00 and $150,000, 
respectively. Working with 
Matteo are roughly 200 
volunteers, of which 50 are 
faculty/staff of Elizabethtown. 

Surprisingly, Matteo said it 
is the students, through the 
annual telethon, who collect 
the most donations from those 
willing to donate. 

According to Matteo,the 

geographical area covered by the 
volunteers locally includes: 
"Harrisburg, Lancaster, 
Lebanon, Chambersburg, York, 
and Elizabethtown." 


She also stressed that "lots 
of time" is spent training new 
volunteers, which includes the 
use of a campaign video tape 
during the meetings with 
donors to ease in explanation of 
the college's needs. 

Other ways for reaching 
donors are the alumni magazine 
and the president's newsletter. 

Money gifts can be broken 
down into four levels, 
determined by the amount. The 
highest level is titled pacesetter 
gifts, which are $75,000 and 
up. 

The next level is major 
gifts at $25,000 to $75,000. 
Special gifts include those from 
$5,000 to $25,000. And the 
lowest level is supporting gifts 
at $5,000 and under. 

If interested in donating a 
gift of any level, or 
volunteering for the yearly 
fundraising telethon, contact 
Matteo or any member of the 
current campaign.

Judicial Board reaches verdict 
on student sexual assault case

A judicial board hearing was held Thursday to determine the 
validity of an accusation of sexual assault on a female Etown 
freshman by a senior male student. The incident took place 
early on Sunday morning, October 8, 1989 at an off-campus 
house owned by the College. 

A report was filed with the Public Saffety Office by the female 
student. An investigation ensued. "The initial investigation 
showed that there was reason to believe that the incident did 
occur," said William Whitman, director of Public Safety. 

Based on the initial investigation, an immediate interim 
suspension was issued to the male student by the Assistant Dean 
of the College, Dennis Murphy. The suspension is in effect until 
a filial decision is made by the College Judicial Board. 

The Board started its hearing at 4 p.m. on Thursday afternoon, 
and was in a closed session until 11:20 p.m. Thursday, until a 
verdict was reached. 

Judicial Boat'd members John Baxter and Cathy Connolley as 
well as Murphy declined to comment on the verdict. 

According to Whitman, this is the second time a sexual assault 
report had been filed against the male student. The first 
accusation was dropped when the female student declined to press 
charges. 

If the Judicial Board finds the male student guilty, they will then 
recommend sanctions to the Dean of College Life, Dr. Ronald 
Brown. These sanctions can range anywhere from social 
probation to expulsion. 

When asked if the male student had ever been on social 
probation, Murphy declined to comment. 

The male student declined comment on the matter until after the 
disposition of the hearing has been settled.

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Flu vaccine provided dental plan

For those who think 
influenza is a new rock band 
coming to play at Etown, read 
on. Influenza, a.k.a. the flu, is 
a viral infection that travels 
through the air. 

The flu usually infests 
itself in the bodies of students 
who are run down due to stress 
and improper diet. It will also 
tend to infect those who stay up 
all night and party which may 
result in an increased amount of 
fatigue. 

This inadequate supply of 
sleep reduces the body's 
tolerance, which is needed to 
effectively fight off the the 
virus. 

Elizabethtown College will 
now be providing a vaccine 
which will combat the majority 
of the viruses going around. 
Ginger Groff and other staff 
members at the Health Center 
decided to offer the vaccine to 


the campus community after 
the widespread epidemic last 
year. 

Groff stated, "The college 
hasn't offered the vaccine in 
about eight years and after one 
quarter of the college students 
were infected last year, we 
decided it was time to do 
something." 

The vaccine will be given 
to anyone interested in fighting 
the flu for an eight dollar 
charge. Spending eight dollars 
on a vaccine as opposed to 
spending it on a case of cheap 
beer might not seem 
worthwhile to most of you; 
however, the shot will last up 
to a year which is more than 
can be said for a case of beer. 

Of most importance, 
though, is the fact that it will 
reduce the chances of 
contracting the virus. 

The vaccine will be 
available until the end of 
November during the doctor's 
hours at the Health Center 


which are Monday and Friday, 
12:00 to 1:30, and Wednesday 
from 1:00 to 2:30. 

With November and 
February coming closer, which 
tend to be the worst months for 
getting the flu, students should 
strongly consider getting the 
vaccine. Once one person is 
infected, the virus spreads easily 
and rapidly. It is highly 
contagious and can be 
transmitted through such casual 
contact as handshaking.

Since there 
is no way of predicting whether 
the flu will be a problem this 
year on campus, this 
precautionary measure is worth 
it.

Senior class trip

Acapulco, Cancun, Puerto 
Rico, or any other exotic resort 
area of the world — the location 
for the senior class trip has yet 
to be decided. The Student 
Senate is asking for some 
helpful suggestions from the 
student body. 

Surveys already, taken put 
Acapulco at the top of the list, 
with Cancun and Puerto Rico 
running second and third, 
respectively. Working with 
Zeller Travel Agency in 
Elizabethtown, members of the 
Student Senate have been 
tabulating prices for the three 
locations. 

The costs of the chosen 
destinations vary in relation to 
prices of plane tickets and cost 
of hotels, on and off the beach. 
Acapulco, is priced at $734 per 
person for a beachfront hotel. 
This estimate includes airfare 
and lodging (four people per 
room). 

The trip would extend from 
Saturday to Saturday over 
Spring Break of 1990. For a 
hotel located a block and a half 


off of the beach the cost drops 
to $569 per person. 

The second choice right 
now is Cancun, Mexico, priced 
at $499 per person in a . 
beachfront hotel (four people 
per room). This trip would run 
from Friday to Friday. As of 
now there is no estimate for 
Puerto Rico. The cost of the 
chosen trip will most probably 
be paid by a designated 
installment plan. 

Kelly Bergstresser, 
president of the Student Senate, 
expressed an openness to any 
suggestions. Although the trip 
over break has traditionally 
been called the senior class trip, 
it is available to students of all 

four classes. "Everyone is 
welcome on the senior class 
trip," said Bergstresser. 

Spring break of 1990 runs 
from March 3 to March 11. 
Any student wishing to have a 
trip priced should contact Kelly 
Bergstresser (box 61), or Karen 
Vannucci (box 1214). The 
option of a cruise is also being 
considered if enough interest is 
expressed. The location must be 
decided upon by October 31.

Whitman Resigns

Director of Public Safety, Bill Whitman resigned from his duties 
effective as of Friday October 20, 1989. Personal reasons as well 
as philosophical differences with the administration were cited as 
main factors in prompting Whitman's resignation according to his 
letter to Etown College Treasurer John Shaeffer. 

Whitman, who held the director position for over four years, was 
interviewed by the Etownian over the telephone. He said the main 
reason for his decision was the large amount of stress he was under. 
"I am one of those people who put a lot of pressure on them- 
selves. Also the nature of this job adds a large amount of pres- 
sure." 

Another factor that made Whitman's decision easier, was his one 
hour commute to work each day from suburban Philadelphia. 
"This job takes up a lot of time, I must be on campus a great deal. 
There would not have been as much strain if I were closer." 

Though the decision came as a shock to most of the campus. 
Whitman had been deliberating this move for a long time. He does 
not blame any certain incident by the administration as a factor, 
though he does feel that the college's direction is changing in a 
manner which is hard for him to understand. 

"Etown is changing, developing quickly as an institution. There- 
fore the day to day priorities change. Academics should be first, 
but it is hard in this position to understand sometimes." 

Whitman has not decided as of yet if he will remain in law en- 
forcement. He is now looking at prospective positions in and out 
of this field. 

The Director of Public Safety position has yet to be filled. Safety 
officer Cindy Atkinson has been named the interim director until a 
permanent replacement is found. 

Whitman's departure is being felt across campus. In the words of 
Shaeffer.

Students and faculty packed 
Gibble Auditorium at the last 
Monday at 10 to hear the sweet 
strains of Russian music from 
the talented Andrejev Trio. 

However, not only was the 
audience enthralled by the 
music, but entertained by a 
humorous group of men. Bemd 
Luers,.^the founder of the 
ensemble, also had a running 
commentary throughout the 
prpgram. 

A charming man, he is 
extremely talented as well. The 
instrument he plays is called 
the balalaika. It is a 
triangular-shaped instrument 
that in some ways resembles a 
guitar. When introduced, it was 
joked that he played the electric 
guitar. Later on in the 
program, Luers grinned and 
said, "I like this electric guitar." 

The Andrejev Trio received 
its name from the "Father of 
the Balalaika," Vassili 


Andrejev. He wrote: "In June 
of 1883, 1 sat on the terrace of 
my country house. Suddenly, I 
heard tones as I had never heard 
before. I realized it was a string 
instrument. 

These tones joined in a 
fiery rhythmic melody. I went 
to the wing of the house and 
there on the steps of the porch 
sat the peasant Antip playing 
the balalaika. His playing was 
so rhythmic and so original I 
could not believe my ears that 
such a primitive instrument 
with only three strings would 
produce so fhany tones. 

I was overcome by an 
unalterable desire to play the 
balalaika ensemble and bring it 
to perfection." 

Each of the three members 
is an accomplished performer 
whose repertoire extends from 
their childhood. 

Cezary Godziejevski, the 
trio's vocalist, studied under the 
famous opera singer and 
director, Antoni Majak. He has 
performed on television and 


radio, and in the Kremlin, the 
United States, and Canada. 

Wlodzimierz Jsaionovski, a 
pianist from Warsaw, Poland, 
studied under the famous pianist 
Maria Wilkomirska for five 
years at the Academy for Music 
in Warsaw. He has performed 
throughout Europe since 1977. 

Luers, the founder of the 
trio and the balalaika player, 
also plays the clarinet and 
saxophone. He plays several 
historical instruments of the 
sixteenth century and leads a 
small church choir in his spare 
time. 

After an hour and twenty 
minute performance, the 
ensemble finished up with a 
piece they had compiled 
themselves and had never played 
for a live audiqnce before, called 
"Karobuschka." 

For their outstanding 
performance that morning, they 
were given a standing ovation. 
Overall, it was a very culturally 
rewarding visit. 


Senior is suspended

At the October 19 judicial board 
hearing, a senior male student 
was suspended following an in- 
cident involving a freshman co- 
ed earlier in the month. 

The October 8 sexual assault 
took place in the college-owned 
Rose Garden residence. The ac- 
cused student has been suspend- 
ed for the remainder of the 
1989-90 school year after being 
reviewed by the bonrrl. 

Reactions from Dean of 
College Life, Ronald Brown, 
were those of disappointment. 


Said Brown,"Sexual assault 
is a very serious behavior." 
Stressing the fact that the col- 
lege will not "tolerate" this 
kind of behavior, he stated, "We 
can stop it." 

With a word of caution to all 
students. Brown suggested that 
they "take a second look" before 
placing themselves into a po- 
tentially threatening sexual sit- 
uation. 

Because the event occurred 
within a college community, 
the college itself took appropri- 
ate legal action. 

Attorney and professor of law 
and ethical issues in communi- 


cations, William Sloane, de- 
scribed the freedom of a private 
institution to "do whatever it 
wants." 

Although, he said, "The laws 
of Pennsylvania apply to every 
square inch of Pennsylvania, in- 
cluding college campuses." 

Being a private institution, 
Elizabethtown College has the 
right to suspend anyone at any 
time. 

Had the October 8 incident oc- 
cured outside the college com- 
munity, the accused could have 
been charged with as much as 
felony in the first degree.

To the men's soccer team of 
Elizabethtown College, 
congratulations are in order. 
Their fans, who had the 
gumption to band together, pay 
money for a bus, and travel X 
number of miles to Messiah 
College to cheer their team 
onto victory, should be 
commended for their school 
spirit. 

Conversely, they should be 
questioned for their judgment in 
how they displayed that school 
spirit. Questioned, not 
condemned. 

The "rowdy" fans offended 
those at Messiah, and prompted 
Messiah's fans, including the 
athletic director, (who happens 
to be the College's soccer coach 
as well) to pen letters to Etown 
administration. 

Alt of these letters contained 
"perceived facts": 

1) The crowd made a mockery 
of a memorial service for a 
recently-deceased Messiah 
student. 

2) They mocked the national 
anthem. 

3) The crowd constantly 
shouted obscenities throughout 
the day. 

4) They had obscenities 
written on their faces, degrading 
the opposing team. 

The fans present were 


exhibiting pride in their team 
and in their school. The 
question is not u hether that is 
indeed what they were doing, 
the question is whether or not 
their method of expression was 
the appropriate one. 

The dilemma comes in the 
fact that "appropriate" is a 
relative term. What is 
appropriate in one situation to 
one person, may not be for 
another. To condemn 
Elizabethtown fans for 
inappropriate behavior without 
examining all of the facts, or 
explaining why it was 
inappropriate would itself be an 
error. 

Depending on whether you 
spoke with people from 
Messiah or Elizabethtown, the 
facts are "true." 

In the case of last weekend's 
"rampant fan" activity, this sort 
of acceptance of "perceived? 
facts" is turning a general 
misunderstanding into both a 
flying circus and a witch hunt. 

It's a misunderstanding that 
could honestly be settled very 
easily between the two sides, if 
they were willing to try. 

Has anyone actually checked 
the real truth of these allega- 
tions? 

Many of these facts are them- 
selves misunderstandings; dif- 
ferences in perspective. Did 
over 100 Elizabethtown fans 
actually mock their own

San Francisco 

After the second largest earthquake in U.S. history, traffic in the 
Bay Area was better than expected. Since the disaster on October 
17, the death toll has reached 62. The estimated amount of inju- 
ries is 4,100 and almost 13,000 people are living in shelters. 
The financial cost will top 7 billion to make the Bay Area earth- 
quake the costliest in U.S. history. 

One bright spot in this dark October has been the rescue of Buck 
Helm, a 57-year-old survivor of the 1-880 collapse. His health is 
continuing to improve. However, officials have offered no hope 
in rescuing any more survivors caught within the collapsed 
bridge. 

Hungary 

On Monday, October 23, Hungary proclaimed itself a republic 
in front of a crowd of 100,000 elated countrymen who cheered as 
41 years of communist dominance came to an end. Monday had 
marked the 33rd anniversary of a rebellion, which was crushed by 
the Soviets. The next step awaiting the Hungarians, is an 
election to choose their first president. 

Pennsylv ania Abortion Laws 

It appears as though supporters of stricter abortion laws may get 
their wish. Anti-abortionists say they have the votes in the 
house to pass a legislative package. The bill could lead to a chal- 
lenge of the Roe v. Wade Supreme Court decision. The package 
would require a 24 hour waiting period before a woman could re- 
cieve an abortion. It would outlaw abortions after the 24th week, 
unless the woman faced serious injury. Abortions for sex selec- 
tion would be banned, and the law would require notifying the 
husband before the abortion. 

Texas Ch emical Plant Exulosimi 

There are 22 chemical plant workers missing, and feared dead as 
a result of violent explosions which decimated the Phillips 66 
Houston Chemical Complex on Monday. The missing are 
thought to be buried underneath the rubble, but rescuers were pre- 
vented from searching due to intensely burning flames. Official 
do not expect to find any survivors. Disaster officials closed off 
the surrounding area near the plant. Phillips officials believe a 
seal blew out the pipeline to cause the explosion.

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Prof’files: Dr. Donald Durnbaugh

Religion, to some college 
students, is decorating a dorm 
room for the holidays. 
Religion, for Dr. Donald 
Durnbaugh, is a way of life. 

Durnbaugh, a nationally 
recognized church historian, is 
the first Carl W. Zeigler 
Professor of Religion and 
History at Etown. The Zeigler 
Professorship was established 
in 1978 in honor of Dr. Carl 
W. Zeigler, a Biblical scholar 
who was planning to start a 
religious studies program on 
the history of the Church of the 
Brethren before his death in 
1987. 

Durnbaugh has also devoted 
much of his time to Brethren 
studies. He began working for 
the Brethren Service 
Commission in Austria and 
West Germany in 1949. He 
worked there for two years and 
in 1953 was the director of 
program for the commission in 
Austria. 

From 1958-62, he taught 


history at Juniata College. For 
the next 26 years, Durnbaugh 
was an assistant professor of 
church history at Bethany 
Theological Seminary. He 
took one year off to serve as 
director of the Brethren 
Colleges Abroad Program in 
Germany from 196! -65. 

While working at the 
Seminary, he also served as 
editor-in-chief of The Brethren 
Encyclopedia, a renowned 
project that took six years to 
complete. 

He has written 10 books 
and close to 100 articles. 

The life story of M.R. 
Zigler (no relation to Carl 
Zeigler), who was an 
"outstanding leader in the 
church of the Brethren," is 
revealed in Pragmatic Prophet, 
Durnbaugh's most recent book. 
Zigler, who was nominated for 
a Nobel Peace prize, was one of 
the first people Durnbaugh 
worked under in the Brethren 
Service Commission. Zigler 
greatly influenced his life and 
always wanted Durnbaugh to 
write his life story. 


Durnbaugh is not, however, 
the only writer in his family. 
His wife and his son have both 
had books published. His wife, 
a native of Austria, translated a 
Norwegian tale into English. 

Durnbaugh's son has 
written and illustrated a 
children's book that will teach 
both the English and Russian 
alphabet to youngsters. The 
book can be read one way in 
English and then turned over to 
be read the other way in 
Russian. 

The enormous pride 
Durnbaugh expresses when 
discussing his family's 
accomplishments is also 
evident when he is discussing 
the Bucher Meetinghouse. He 
believes the center is "using the 
best values of the old to enable 
work in the present , while 
looking toward the future." 

One of the major reasons 
Durnbaugh is at Etown is to 
help direct the activities of the 
center. 

"I will be planning 
conferences and scheduling 
visits from scholars, lecturers. 



I Dr. Donald Durnbaugh, is a 
church historian. (Etownian 
and Amish and Mennonite 
people." 

When not teaching and 
planning activities, Durnbaugh 
would love to have students 
come talk to him. He believes 
that one of the tremendous 
advantages Etown offers is the 
accessibility of the professors. 

Durnbaugh expresses, 
"Students should take full

advantage of what's offered and 
get to know the professors as 
people." 

Durnbaugh's dedication and 
commitment to the study of 
religion have rendered him an 
expert in his field. However, it 
seems it is his genuine interest 
in students that enables him to 
be an expert educator.

Is Etown accessible for the handicapped?

"Etown is a great school, 
but it's inaccessible for 
someone in a wheelchair." 

Senior Andrea Clark, who 
uses a walker, doesn't have too 
many problems travelling the 
campus because she has learned 
to overcome many of the 
obstacles. However, she would 
advise a potential student with a 
more severe handicap not to 
come to Etown. 

Clark regrets that she did 
not investigate Etown's 
accessibility personally before 
she decided to attend. She 
called and was told that the 
facilities were completely 
accessible. She went on one 
person's word because of her 
interest in the OT program. 

Clark is not the only 
student who has been somewhat 
mislead regarding the facilities 
on the Etown campus. After 
being told to take a handicapped 
applicant only to accessible 
areas on campus, one 
Admissions tour guide 
expressed, "I thought it was 
wrong. What are they going to 
do when they get here?" 


During her four years at 
Etown, Clark has noticed many 
areas which could hinder 
accessibility for individuals 
using wheelchairs, walkers or 
crutches. 

Some of these include the 
turnstiles in the library, the 
steep ramps all over campus 
and the bathrooms in Founders 
and Esbenshade. Although the 
first floors of some of the 
dorms are accessible, Royer, 
Ober and Brinser are completely 
inaccessible for 

wheelchair-bound individuals. 

She wrote a letter 
expressing these concerns to 
Provost Ritsch last semester. 
Included in the letter were 
solutions to these problems as 
well. To date, nothing has 
been done to correct the 
problems. 

Nona Garlick, sophomore, 
is also frustrated with the lack 
of accessibility on Etown's 
campus. She agrees with Clark 
and says, "If someone in a 
wheelchair came to Etown, they 
would not be able to make it. 
That's not fair. That's 


discrimination." 

Garlick also uses a walker. 
Heavy doors are a problem for 
her, as well as the entrance into 
the library. She was told last 
year that a ramp entrance is 
available in the library, but that 
she must call ahead to have the 
doors unlocked. Garlick feels 
that this requires her to go out 
of her way when of the school 
simply leaving the door 
unlocked. 

Another door which is 
never open is the handicapped 
entrance to the back cafeteria. 
Like Clark, Garlick is not 
requesting tremendous changes. 
It is mostly simple 
conveniences for which these 
students ask. 

Garlick claims, "It's as 
though they're saying 'We 
realize you have a brain, but 
because you don't have the 
body, you can't come here.' 
That makes me so mad! " 

In her letter to Ritsch, 
Clark suggested that a 
committee be formed to 
investigate what changes are 
necessary on the Etown campus 
and to decide which projects 



will be completed as money is 
made available. 

In concluding her letter of 
persuasion, Clark wrote," No 
one is asking for a miracle 
transformation of this campus 


from inaccessible to accessible, 
although that would be nice. 
Only the next time money is 
allocated to cosmetically 
beautify the campus, take a ride 
around Etown campus in 9 
wheelchair."

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Changes are in the works for handicapped

Elizabethtown College was 
established nearly 100 years 
ago. During that time, there 
was not much concern about 
handicap accessibility on this 
campus. More than likely there 
was not a great number of 
students who demanded such 
needs. Further, there were 
probably no laws ensuring any 
accessibility for the 
handicapped. 

As time progressed, 
however, and as buidings were 
erected, the accessibility did 
improve. For example, the 
Schlosser Residence has a ramp 


to the first floor and there is 
also a ramp on the first floor in 
between Musser and 
Esbcnshade. 

True, these are not the only 
accessible areas on the campus, 
but the few remaining ones are 
not enough to allow 
handicapped students to go 
wherever they wish. 

Dennis Murphy, director of 
housing, feels that the majority 
of this campus, "was built 
before anyone thought of 
handicap accessibility." 
However, now that the college 
is undergoing renovations and 
constructing a new library, 
according to Murphy, 


"accessiblity becomes a factor." 

Already, in Preservation 
Hall, for example, there is a 
ramp to get into the residence 
hall. There are also facilities in 
the bathroom for the 
handicapped. Futhermore, the 
new library will most definitely 
include an elevator. 

So far, there are elevators in 
Stienman Center and in 
Nicarry. The college is 

planning to put elavators in 
Alpha and the Baugher Student 
Center (BSC) tentatively by 
next spring. 

Although there have not 
been any technical plans as of 


yet. Treasurer of the College 
John Shaeffer, stated that "(the 
college) is looking very 
seriously at this.. .we want to 
improve the accessiblity for the 
physically disabled." , • 

In the meantime, with the 
construction of the new post 
office behind the student boxes 
in the BSC, all accessibility for 
wheelchajr confined students 
has been cut off. 

The construction has 
blocked off the only ramp that 
lead into the BSC. However, 
before the construction began 
and wheelchair handicapped 
people were able to get into the 
BSC, they had a great deal of 


trouble going down the steep, 
short ramp next to the 
bookstore. Hopefully, upon 
the completion of the post 
office and with the installation 
of an elevator, the situation 
will be improved. 

Handicap awareness is 
something that cannot be 
ignored and should not be 
"tentative" anymore. In fact, as 
found in an article from The 
Chronicle of Higher Education, 
"Congress is about to pass 
legislation that people with 
disabilities say will help them 
press colleges, and most other 
organizations, to make their 
facilities accessible to the 
handicapped."

I was at my best three 
weeks ago. No wiseguys, I 
wasn't sleeping, drinking or 
eating. Instead, I was doing 
what I do best.. ..talking. 

I was representing the 
Communications Department 
in Steinman Center during the 
campus wide open house. 

My job this time was 
extremely important. I 
explained the setups of WWEC 
and ECTV to the prospective 
students. 

By the end of the day, I had 
wooed and courted hundreds of 
naive high school seniors. I 
was in such form, that the tour 
guides were giving hip boots to 
everyone entering Steinman. 

However, I courted one too 
many students. After one of 
my "genuinely sincere" talks, I 
chatted with a student who was 
extremely interested in being a 
Disc Jockey. 

Normally, I get enthused 
talking to someone who shares 
my same interests. However, I 
didn't want to put on the 
"cheerleading act" for this 
certain kid. 

It was not because I didn't 
like the guy. As a matter of 
fact, both him and his mother 
were very friendly. 

The reason I did not want 
him here, however, was because 
I didn't feel like seeing another 
nice person struggle on this 


campus due to a physical 
disability. 

Too often, I have seen 
Andrea Clark and Nona Garlick 
(both with Cerebral Palsy 
affecting the legs) struggle to 
get across campus. 

Each time I pass by them, I 

think of the courage and 
determination that they must 
possess. 

However, I have recently 
become aware that CP is not 
the biggest roadblock that the 
two face in their every day 
lives. 

Instead, Etown College's 
lack of accessibilities for the 
handicapped, and the adminis- 
tration's apathetic response to 
the problem, have become 
Clark and Garlick's main 
nemesis. 

"Last year, after doing an 
experiment for Life Skills 
class, I realized how poor the 
handicapped facilities are on 
campus. We had to take a 
wheelchair all around campus 
for a class period." said Clark. 

"I can get along all right 
now, but if I was in a 
wheelchair nothing would be 
accessible. For instance, only 
the lowest level of the B.S.C. 
(the bookstore, the lounge and 
the Jay's Nest) is accessible for 
wheelchairs. Steps are used to 
get to everything else, and this 
makes it difficult for me." She 
added. 

After this experience, Clark 
wrote a letter to the Provost, 
among others, explaining her 
saga, and asking for help. 

The letter was accompanied 


by a petition, signed by 500 
students, that asked for better 
handicapped facilities. 

The Provost responded by 
sending the letter to Treasurer 
John Shaeffer. That was the 
last the 0‘.T. Department or 
Clark heard of the situation. 

Steinman Center is the 
only building that is fully 
accessible for the disabled. 

However the reason for 
this, is because it was built 
after a law was passed 
demanding full accessibility for 
the handicapped in a public 
building. Hence, the new 
library will also be fully 
accessible. 

However, the fact still 
remains that the other buildings 
are inconveniences, if not. 
totally unequipped for the 
handicapped. 

A good example of this, are 
the dormitories. There is not 
one dorm that has an elevator, 
which means the ascension of 
steps is inevitable. 

Hence, the possibility of a 
wheelchair ridden student living 
on campus is virtually non 
existent! 1 1 

This really makes one feel 
proud of our institution. I 
wonder if the "U.S. News and 
World Report" guy was 
handicapped?! 

The worst thing about this 
dilemma, is that it cheats our 
handicapped students out of 
their "college freedom." 

For instance the school, 
which calls itself "handicapped

Many of us take for granted 
the fact that we have access to 
all parts of this campus by just 

taking a few steps. But what 
about our fellow students who 
have a handicap? Do they have 
the access to all of the 
buildings here on campus? 

As a part of a class in the 
Occupational Therapy 
Department here at 
Elizabethtown College, a 
wheelchair experiment during 
the Sophomore year of study is 
conducted. 

Senior OT and President of 
SODA, an OT Department 
club, Michelle Musselman said, 
"I think this would be better 

called an experience. You are 
looking at the campus through 
the eyes of the handicapped". 

As the students who have 
participated in this experience 
discovered, there are many 

places on campus where 
wheelchair access is 
non-existent. For purposes of 

this story, access is being 
defined as having a paved path 
and ramps or a flat surface to 
the entrance. 

Places which do not have 
access include Alpha and Rider 
halls, the first and second floors 
of Wenger, the Learning 

Center, Zug Library, the 
second floor of the BSC, the 
new post office, and the 

clothing section of the 


bookstore. 

Mussleman added, "The 
most difficult building is the 
BSC. The second floor is 
totally unaccessable and you 

cannot get to the post office 
anymore. Also, you need 
someone to help you up the 

ramp in the BSC. It is too 
close to the wall and too 
steep." 

However, there are places 
on campus that have access. 
These are Steinman, Nicarry, 
Musser and Esbenshade Halls. 

Thompson Gym and the third 
floor of Wenger through 

Nicarry are also accessible, but 
you cannot get to the BSC 
through the gym. 

The Myer dining hall has a 
handicapped entrance, however, 
you must call ahead to gain 
access to it. 

Housing for wheelchair 
users is also very limited on 
campus. Residence Halls that 
are designed to accommodate 

wheelchair use are: Schlosser 1 
East, Ober Basement, 
Preservation Hall and Founders 
B1 and Cl. Entrances to 

Royer, Myer, Brinser, and A 
and D wings of Founder's have 
stairs. 

Mussleman also added, 
"Accessibility within the 
buildings is heeded to expand 
the number of students coming 

in to the college with 
handicaps. These students 
would add to the diversity of the 
college community."

I research this problem and draw 
psychological correlations to it. 
In order to understand the 
I causes and damages of hearing 
loss, the audible range of the 
human ear must first be 
comprehended. Sound waves 
are measured by amplitude 
which determines the loudness 
of a sound. 

Furthermore, amplitude is 
recorded in decibels (db). In a 
normal conversation, decibel 
readings average in the sixties. 
The normal undamaged, human 
ear can hear just audible sounds 
at ten decibels and can become 
permanently damaged if 
exposed to a space shuttle 
launch with a decibel reading of 
180!. 

According to Eiserer, the 
causes of hearing damage 
depend on three main factors.

During this timci he also 
realized the need for a change in 
the handicapped facilities. "It 
was impossible to go 
anywhere. They should do 
something, especially in the 
dorms." 

Etown College is an 
institution that takes pride in 
its students. 

However, by ignoring this 
subject, the administration is 
ignoring its responsibility. For 
how can we further our 
education, if it's nearly 
impossible to get to class? 

I have heard the 
administration feels that it is 
being harshly and unjustly 
criticized for not doing anything 
to benefit the students, (i.e. 
recent Letters to the Editor of 
the Etownian). Therefore, this 
would be a perfect time for the 


First, the intensity of the noise 
is a major cause of hearing 
loss. The duration of the noise 
is also a leading cause of the 
extent of the. damage. Lastly, 
the pitch of the noise 
additionally contributes to 
hearing impairment. 

Eiserer stressed that higher 
pitched noises are much more 
damaging than lower o’nes. 

Resulting damage from the 
three main causal factors can 
range from temporary to delayed 
and permanent hearing loss. For 
example, temporary hearing 
damage may be caused from 
being exposed to loud music for 
a long period of time. 

Tinnitus, a condition that 
causes ringing in the ears that 
is sometimes painful, may 
occur. However, this condition 
has been known to occur 
without being triggered by loud 
noises. Immediate or 
temporary hearing loss is more 
typical and is caused by 
extremely, loud sounds, ranging 
in the 140 to 180 db area. 


In an article found in the 
Sunday ^ News, Lancaster, PA, 
"former President Ronald 
Reagan dates his hearing 
problems to the firing of a 
blank pistol during the making 
of a film." 

Hearing loss may be delayed, 
according to Eiserer. Excessive 
noise in some occupations, 
such as musicians, jet 
engineers, and factory workers, 
may cause permanent hearing 
loss later in life. This damage, 
however, is found in 
40-year-old's to 50-year-old's, 
rather than the 60-year old's to 
70-year-olds where hearing 
impairment is naturally present. 

Dr. Eiserer is concerned 
with the psychological 

ramifications caused by hearing 
loss. He explained that, "the 
rate of psychological 

maladjustment in the deaf is 
much higher than in the blind." 

Even if hearing damage is 
not total deafness, Eiserer feels 
that there is a chain of events 
that leads to psychological 


problems in people with 
hearing impairments. 

Initially, hearing loss leads 
to obvious communication 
problems. The hearing 
impaired person gets frustrated 
and embarrassed by his 
condition. This, according to 
Eiserer, leads to social 
withdrawal. 

The person does not want 
to be embarrassed so he stays 
away from situations and 
people with whom he has to 
communicate with. This 
withdrawal ultimately converts 
into psychological problems as 
explained by Eiserer. In 
hearing impaired people, there 
are increased rates of depression, 
alcoholism and in some 
extreme cases, suicide. 

Next week, in the second 
part of this scries, the decibel 
reading of the dances in 
Founder's Residence Hall will 
be given. Additionally, 
damaging effects of loud music 
will be examined. 


Imagine life without being 
able to hear. Scary, right? All 
too often, our senses are taken 
for granted and we forget their 
importance to our survival.Our 
ability to hear protects us and 
acts as a major channel through 
which we communicate daily 
with others. 

Through the development 
of technology, hearing loss has 
become more prevalent in 
younger people because of 
unnatural occurrences 
Advancements ranging from 
guns and weaponry to space 
shuttles have been main 
culprits for hearing loss and 
damage. 

Dr. Len Eiserer, professor 
of psychology , first became 
interested in hearing damage 
after he attended a Lip Sync 
contest in Founder's Residence 
Hall. Eiserer stressed that 
"hearing is extremely delicate

accessible," says that since the 
new renovations, the cafeteria is 
now efficiently equipped. 

However, the handicapped 
entrance is alarmed. Therefore, 
the only way to get in, is to 
call ahead of time to have a 
cafeteria worker open the door. 

"In other words, I have to 
check in every time I want to 
eat." said Garlick. . "The 
college makes itself look like it 
is accessible. But once you 
attend here, you realize that the 
only way to get around, is to 
ask for help." 

Continues Garlick, "I 
really do appreciate the help 
everyone gives me, but I 
shouldn't have to ask for help. 

I want to be more independent, 
but the school does not allow 
me that freedom." 

The school must take some 
of its "building money," and 
better equip our buildings for 

the handicapped, if it expects to 
court prospective students here. 

It is a need that has long 
been overdue, and by ignoring 
it, students such as Garlick and 
Clark get hurt. 

But for all you, "there's 
only a handful of handicapped 
people on campus. Why 
should we cater to a minority's 
needs?" people, keep in mind 
that something unforeseen 
could restrict you to a 
wheelchair.

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Substance abuser shares his tragic story

On Thursday, October 19th, 
approximately 150 students 
gathered in Founders Lounge to 
hear a story about a blind man 
and his addiction to drugs and 
alcohol. 

The man, Tom Hippie, is a 
24-year-old Social Work major 
with a speciality in drug and 
alcohol counseling at 
Millersville University. This 
was a part of the Alcohol 
Awareness Week programs that 
took place here on campus. 

Hippie, who is originally 
from a small town in Maryland, 
told the group that his problem 
started at age 16 as a 
social/casual user of marijuana 
on weekends. 

But it didn't stop there. He 
then started to buy look-alike 
speed of which he could take up 
to seven at a time and his 
addiction became greater. 

Alcohol was also an 
addiction because it was readily 
available to him. Even though 
the drinking age in Maryland 


was 18, he was able to buy 
because he was not carded and 
parents of his friends would 
also supply him when his 
friends had parties. 

Because of his growing 
addiction to marijuana, speed 
and alcohol, his grades started 
to fall and he did not want to go 
to college. He even went to the 
extreme of getting high before 
he took his SAT'S. They did 
not mean a thing to him. 

Hippie did go to college, 
and this is where an even bigger 
problem came about. He found 
a drug that he thought he could 
control; cocaine. 

As time went on, his 
addictions grew and he found 
himself with a large monetary 
problem. His addiction to 

cocaine grew to over 400 
dollars a week. He was also 
dealing to other addicts. Friends 
tried to tell him that he needed 
help, but he would not believe 
them. 

The effects of the cocaine 
also started to kick in. He lost 
weight, had frequent mood 
changes and became very 


paranoid. He became so 
paranoid that he bought a gun 
and carried it with him at all 
times. 

Hippie's suppliers atarted 
giving him credit for buying 
drags because he had no money. 
He was fired from his two year 
job at McDonald's due to his 
drug problem. 

Because of his debt, he was 
even willing to kill people that 
owed him money so he could 
buy more drags. 

At age 18, his addiction 
was so extreme that he could 
not even lift his head from the 
pillow in the morning without 
doing a line of cocaine. His 
parents suspected his drug use 
and did search his room for 
drugs, but Hippie was sly and 
hid his supply in other parts of 
his house where his parents 
would never think to look. 

One morning, his 
stepmother found him taking 
pills and ordered him not to 
take them. Because he could 
not function without them, he 
went to his room, took out his 
gun, and shot himself in the 


left temple. 

The bullet immediately 
came out of his right temple 
and his vision was gone. 
Because of the drugs, he started 
to go crazy, but he did tell his 
father who came into the room 
after the shot that he would be 
fine. 

Doctors who treated him 
told the Hippies that he would 
be deaf and have brain damage 

because of the wound. 
However, he had no such 
damage and did not need a blood 
transfusion even though he lost 
a lot of blood. It was nothing 
short of a miracle. 

Hippie spent two weeks in 
a hospital and was then 
discharged. At the beginning of 
his withdrawl time, he spent 
two weeks in a Philadelphia 
hospital and one week in a 
Lancaster hospital. But because 
of the effects of the drugs, he 
does not remember it. 

He also said that most 
hospitals have a 30 day 
rehabilitation program, but it 
takes much longer for an 


addiction of his type to be over. 

The percentage of 
recovering addicts who turn 
back to drugs after 30 days is 
94% to 96%. Long-term 
rehabilitation is the best 
solution. This rehabilitation 
can take as long as two years 
and has had a 65 to 75 percent 
success rate. 

During a question period at 
the end of the presentation, the 
question of what to do to help a 
friend was raised. Hippie's 
advice was that you cannot 
counsel people on drugs. You 
have to show them that you do 
care. 

Ask them if they know 
what the drugs are doing to 
them. Ask if they remember 
things from the past like their 
weight, grades, etc. Also, tell 
them that they need help and 
suggest going to see a 
counselor. 

Addicts probably will not 
go alone, but help them out by 
telling them that you will go 
with them and wait for them. 
This can help.

The 1989 Fall school 
semester brought many changes 
to campus life. Both the 
physical environment, and more 
importantly, the way the 
students are reacting to the way 
the school is being operated 
have changed.

Off campus meal plan: 
an option to cooking?

Living off-campus can be a 
real pain when it comes to 
finding time to grab a quick 
lunch or dinner. Not only does 
it become a hassle to figure out 
what to eat, but always having 
the cash can be a problem. That 
is where the cafeteria's special 
meal plans come into action. 

A student has four different 
alternatives in choosing a meal 
plan. First, there is the 21 
meal/seven day plan that most 
resident students have. Second 
is the lunch and dinner only 
plan which does not include 
weekends. Third and fourth are 
the lunch only and dinner only 
plans. They do not include 
weekends either. 

The second through fourth 
plans are mainly utilized by 
off-campus students. One of the 
advantages of these plans is the 
convenience. Lunch runs from 
10:30 a.m. until 4:00 p.m., 
with 1:30 p.m. to 4:00 p.m. 
being light lunch time. 

"Lunch is a real wide time 
frame," said Dave Salmon, 
Director of Food Services, "it 
can be used as the big meal of 
the day, and with our plan it 
saves the student from always 
c.x)ling." 

During the light lunch, 
over one hundred people come 
in. The period for light lunch 
does not require many workers 
and the workers ace ^le usget a 


variety of things done besides 
just serving the students. "We 
have plenty of positive input 
about the light meals," said 
Salmon. 

Not all things run 
smoothly all of the time. The 
usual problems and complaints 
are surfacing again this year. 

Many students who have 
meals left over for the week and 
go home for the weekend give 
their ID's to a friend who may 
not have meals left. They feel 
that since they are paying for it, 
those extra meals should be 
used up. 

However, the price of the 
meal plan is based on a 70% 
participation rate. This simply 
means that it is figured that the 
students -will eat in the cafe 
70% of the time. 

Many students wish they 
could take food out of the cafe 
for later but that poses 
problems. "We don't know if 
they have a proper place to keep 
that food, like a refrigerator, and 
this could result in sickness," 
said Salmon, "then the food 
gets traced back to the cafeteria 
and we look bad." 

Adam "Gonzo" Brodsky, a 
senior communications major, 
complains "Dinner food is 
better than the lunch food, and 
the lunch only plan is barely 
cheaper than dinner plan." 

So, if getting a meal plan 
is something necessary, weigh 
the options. There are a few 
andi after -alii food is vital. 


replied, "I lived on campus 
three years. Socially I had 
developed as much as 1 could on 
campus and, it was time for a 
change." 

I asked Rich Amatulli 
(another former Ober Basement 
resident) what advantage and 
disadvantage was the most 
prominent to him? He said, "A 
disadvantage was that you lose 
touch of the campus 
community, but an advantage 
of moving off is that Tm 22 
and I don't have to hide my 
beer. I can walk into my living 
room or go to the bathroom 
with a beer in my hand." 

Other students believed, that 
the reason that they moved off 
was for privacy and economic 
reasons. Jacqui Goslin, 
calculated that she will save 
$40 a month compared to 
campus living. 

Matt King, a junior and 
Etown wrestler explained a 


bitterness he felt for the 
administrative staff. King was 
a member of the Alcohol 
Policy Review last year and 
stated, "We tried to find a happy 
medium from the abrupt change 
we have gone through on 
feampus. We went from 'feast 
to famine' in one year's time." 

King quoted the 
administration by saying, 
"What are you going to give 
us?" His answer? "We had 
nothing to give them because 
they took it all away between 
my freshman and sophomore 
year." Pending questions would 
be directed to the freshmen anti, 
sophomores. 

With the great move of 
students from the "halls" how 
is the morale of the campus? Is 
Etown becoming a suitcase 
school? Murphy recognizes 
that there is a problem with 
having residence halls of 
primarily underclassmen. 


He said, "We're finding out 
this year that we miss those 
juniors and seniors. They have 
a positive influence on the 
resident hall environment." 

On trying to alleviate the 
problem Murphy suggested, 
"We'll be taking a hard look at 
this year, on not how do we 
make juniors and seniors stay 
on campus, but how do we 
make it attractive so that they 
want to stay." 

The answers to the future of 
the Residence Halls and who 
will be living there will 
obviously take time. Although 
there is an interest on the 
administrative point of view, to 
get the morale back on campus 
to at least a degree of what this 
off-campus senior experienced. 

Campus life was like being 
a part of something great. It 
was a good feeling of belonging 
and comraderie.

Gearhart then put out the fire 
with an extinguisher. Sam 
Smith of the College 
Environmental Services assisted 
in the effort. 

Four fire trucks and two 
ambulances arrived on the 
scene. According to Dennis 
Murphy, Dean of Residence 
Life, even if the fire is 
extinguished, "we have to call 
the fire company in when there 
is evidence of a fire, so they can 


inspect the scene to ensure that 
the fire is out and to detect the 
amount of damage." 

The fire was caused by a 
candle that was sitting on top 
of the radiator in the room. 
Because of a drop in 
temperature, the radiator turned 
on and melted the candle. 

The wax from the candle 
dripped down into the radiator 
and ignited, causing the flames. 

Most of the damage was 
due to the smoke. Ihe room 
needs to be thoroughly cleaned 
and repainted because of the 
smoke damage and the harsh 
chemicals contained in a fire 
extinguisher.

His first experience with 
acting was in the second grade 
and he has not looked back 
since.

The teams are ranked and the 
winners are awarded cash prizes 
at both levels. The highest 
honor is to be invited to the 
International Exposition. At 
these competitions, the team 
members present their 
out-reach programs to a board 
of judges which is made up of 
business executives and 
entreprenuers.

Most importantly, it 
provides a way to meet 
business people from the 
community and to form 
contacts for future references.

Loud music damages hearing

In last week’s issue, decibel 
levels were discussed. To 
review, a normal conversation 
is measured at approximately 
60 db. In the audible range, the 
start of unsafe levels is 
considered to be at 90 db. When 
exposed to levels above 90 db, 
hearing impairment may occur. 


music is usually heard at 
extremely loud levels. Pause to 
think about how often our ears 
are exposed to loud music. 
Damaging levels of music are 
heard at concerts, dances, in our 
own rooms, in cars and even 
through the use of Walkmans. 

Recognizing now that loud 
levels of music are extremely 
dangerous may prevent 
permanent hearing damage later 
in life. Several musicians that 
have been in the business for 
several years are now coping 
with hearing problems as a 
direct result of their careers. 

As found in an article in the 
Sunday News, Lancaster, PA., 


with hearing problems. The 
US Department of Labor has 
established safe guidelines for 
just how much and at what 
levels a person can be subjected 
to noise. 

Again, amplified rock 
music is measured at an average 
of 110 db. According to the 
Department of Labor, a person 
should not be subjected to this 
level for longer than a half of 
an hour a day. The Department 
of Labor believes that hearing 
at this level for any time longer 
than allotted may result in 
hearing damage. 

This weekend, the decibel

Founder's Residence Hall was 
taken and averaged 1 10 decibels. 
Considering that students are 
usually at the dance for more 
than a half of an hour, hearing 
damage may become prevalent 
in some people.

Unless you have been under 
a rock for the past year or so, 
Elizabethtown College has 
finally entered the new age of 
computerization. It has affected 
the campus in many major 
areas, including food services, 
student and faculty charges, 
instructional services and the 
completion of the new library. 

An area that affects students 
and faculty directly is the use of 
computerization when they

characterization of today's 
jSoviet economic system by Dr. 
Andrei V. Anikin, chief adviser 
to President Mikhail Gorbachev 
on Soviet economic 
restructuring. Dr. Anikin 
delivered his lecture Tuesday 
on the economic challenges 
facing the Soviet Union, and 
the opportunities for American 
enterprise in the USSR. 

Known in the Soviet Union 
as a "Distinguished Scientist of 
the Soviet Union," Dr. Anikin 
gave a synopsis of the financial 
squeeze and the inflationary 
crisis that currently grip the 
USSR. 

He described the 
fundamental problem of 
Perestroika as the attempt by 
Soviet leaders to implement 
market-oriented economic 
reforms within the overall 
climate of mounting 
inflationary pressures. 

He cited the major factors 
generating inflation as: large 
budget deficits (12 percent of 
GNP), excessive money supply 
growth (15 percent per year), 
and persistent balance of 
payment deficits. 

To illustrate the

What were the stress 
effects of the Three-Mile Island 
meltdown? 

It may seem a little strange 
to group these questions 
together, but they all have one 
thing, or rather, one person, in 
common. They were all 
researched at one time or 
another by psychology 
professor Dr. Del Ellsworth. 

Ellsworth, a native of 
California, teaches general 
psychology along with various 
upper level courses for the 
psychology department. His 
areas of specialty are memory, 
thinking and human learning. 

Ellsworth is extremely 
focused in the field of 
psychology. However, within 
this field, his interests are 
varied. 

He has researched many 
diverse topics, such as things

leadership has given a low 
priority to basic consumer 
wants and needs. They have 
attempted to ignore the 
fundamental economic realities 
thrust upon any nation which 
strives for world economic and 
political leadership. 

With heavily dependent 
political allies and a growing 
ethnic problem imbedded within 
the Soviet Union itself, the 
user has come to a critical 
crossroads in its ability to meet 
the many demands made upon 
it. 

At a time when utmost 
economic efficiencies would be 
necessary to deal effectively 
with all its diverse problems, 
the Soviets find that their 
present economic structure is 

not flexible enough to provide 
the results necessary for 
continued success. 

Yet, as with many 
situations, the start of any 
solution to a problem is the 
open recognition that the 
problem exists. It was quite 
evident on Tuesday night that 
the Soviet Union finally does 
recognize the scope of its 
current dilemma. 


that disrupt or enhance learning, 
the nature of attention and 
problem solving, and the 
self-taught, self-conscious 
process through which humans 
learn about themselves. 

Ellsworth's interest in 
psychology began between his 
sophomore and junior year of 
college. 

He was a student at the 
University of California at 
Davis as a chemistry major 
until he decided to experience 
life in a different part of the 
world. At the end of his 
sophomore year, he left for 
South America to do volunteer 
church service in Argentina and 
Chile. He stayed for two and 
one-half years. 

When he came back to the 
states, he had "forgotten any 
chemistry" he knew and realized 
that he did not like it anyway. 

He then learned about an 
experiment in which scientists 
had bred mice according to their 
ability to run a maze. The 
scientists had "bred a behavior" 
over 12 generations and there 
was actually a difference in the 
chemical make-up of their

brains. This notion was so 
fascinating to Ellsworth that he 
decided to make a career out of 
psychology. 

He attended San Francisco 
State College for his Masters 
and then the University of 
California at Berkeley for his 
Ph.D. His next stop was 
Etown.

He believes our psychology 
department has a lot to offer 
students for the reason that "it 
has a clear sense of mission. It 
is not trying to be everything 
to everybody." 

Ellsworth explains that "the 
psychology professors here all 
work together to develop 
student's understanding of 
human nature" and then through 
tests, develop theories of the 
mind. 

Ellsworth teaches students 
"how to think, not what to 
think." He believes it is 
pertinent to "acquire the ability 
to train yourself to calm down, 
think for yourself, make your 
own decisions and then move 
ahead with confidence in your 
own decision."

He adds that there will 
always be people with more 
experience to learn from, but 
"you should make decisions 
because their reasons make 
sense to you and you accept 
them on their own merit."

The Blue Jay keeper held 
the host Muhlenberg side 
scoreless for 137 minutes of 
MAC Championship soccer, 
but had just seen a well-placed 
Ian Williams shot find the 
lower right comer of the cage, 
ending a four overtime 
marathon in Muhlenberg's 
favor, 1-0. 

Congratulations are in order 
to the Muhlenberg squad. They 
played a great game and received 
a much-deserved MAC crown. 

But congratulations should 
be extended to the Jays as well 
(both Etown Blue and Varrato), 
whose effort was unquestion- 
ably appreciated by all in 
attendance. It is this same 
display of hard work and refusal 
to quit that has produced a 
school record-tying 21 
victories. 

And there could be more, 
because, unlike Muhlenberg, 
the Jays are very much alive in 
the NCAA Tournament. Six 
teams remain in the post-season 
tourney, and last week's Blue 
Jay efforts put the Jays among 
them. 

In the first round, the Jays 
drew Trenton State, in a 


rematch of this year's 
Homecoming Game, won by 
TSC (2-1). Much to the 
delight of the crowd, the Jays 
came out and righted their 
previous wrong in dismantling 
the visitors, 6-1. 

Meanwhile, Montclair State 
bested Muhlenberg on their 
own field, 2-0, setting the stage 
for the regional final here. 

MSC put together a strong 
first-half, showing exceptional 
skill and quickness, but each 
scoring chance was smothered 
by some excellent net play by 
Varrato. 

The Jays seemed to turn up 
the level of play in the second 
stanza, dominating from start to 
finish. Their efforts were 
successful, as Timmy Jones 
weaved through the MSC 
defense and hit an empty net in 
the 83rd minute. 

The New Blue defense 
clamped down for the last 6 
minutes, and the regional 
championship was theirs for 
the second time in three years. 

The Jays must now travel 
to Delaware, Ohio to take on 
eighth-ranked Ohio Wesleyan. 
The game will be played on 
Saturday at 1:00 p.m. The 
winner will advance to the 
Final Four which will be 
played the weekend of 
November 17th.

Berlin 

West Germany opened its boarders for the first time since 
1961, when the Berlin wall was first erected. In the last 28 years, 
191 people have died trying to cross the Wall. 

East and West Germans embraced each other on this historic 
event. The East German leader, Egen Krenz, promised free 
elections and new laws on freedom of press and the right to 
assembly. Despite these promises. East Germans are skeptical and 
approximately 1.2 to 1.4 million East Germans will settle in the 
west. 


Marxist rebel attacks have left more than 300 people dead. 
This latest outbreak of violence is the worst in El Salvador's decade 
of civil war. Experts believe last Saturday's attack was a desperate 
attempt by Marxists to gain international support for their cause. 
Christopher Babcock, a teacher in El Salvador, was killed during 
the attack. 


The end of a cease-fire in Nicaragua has resulted in skirmishes 
between Contras and the Sandinista Government leaving 14 dead. 
Nicaragua says it will implement a cease-fire if the U.S. backed 
Contras disband. If an agreement is not reached quickly, Nicaragua 
might permanently outlaw the Contras. 


One of three abortion cases set to be argued before the Supreme 
Court may be settled this week. If a settlement is reached the 
result could be a help to pro-choice advocates. This would mean 
one less chance for the court to impose abortion restrictions. 

Recently 24 U.S. citizens marched outside the U.S. Embassy 
in Moscow to protest U.S. abortion policy. The protest was 
puzzling to Soviet observers since abortion is Soviets main form 
of birth control.

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Few females on faculty

Much is made of the 
imbalance among female 
students to male students here 
at Elizabethtown College. 

However there is a 
complete opposite scenario on 
this campus, and it exists in the 
faculty. 

Only twenty percent of the 
faculty are female, with just 
two female full professors 
out of 34. There are 42 
associate professors and only 
four are women. 

This problem is not 
something new, and it is being 
worked on diligently by the 
administration. Numerous 
reasons have been given for this 
difference. Among these 
reasons: 

- There are more males in this 
specific job market,. 

- Few females are getting 
doctorates in certain fields, 
making it difficult to find 
qualified women for jobs in 
those fields. 

- Some feel that a professor's 
job is not conducive to 
motherhood and the family 
responsibilities that come with 
being a mother. 

However, there are those who 
are trying to change that 
perception. 


"We are trying to increase 
the number of women 
professors," said Dr. Frederick 
E. Ritsch, Provost and Dean of 
the Faculty ,"but we really have 
to hire the best qualified 
candidate." Many times two 
people will have the same 
qualifications for a certain 
position, and this is when there 
will be the time when the 
female will get the job first 
because of the ratio. 

Another reason that causes 
the lack of women professors 
on this campus is the fact that 
many of the male professors 
have tenure. Tenure creates a 
feeling of stability among the 
faculty. 

"It's not being done 
deliberately," said Vivian 
Bergel, Assistant Professor of 
Social Work, "the 
administration is more than 
happy to hire any one who is 
qualified. They want women, 
and they also want cultural 
diversity." 

The issue in the whole 
matter is not of discrimination. 
The people that matter the most 
are the students, and they would 
not want a second rate professor 
just because the school felt they 
needed to fill a quota, whether it 
be on the issue of women or of 
minorities. 


"We need to im.orove the 
male to female ratio among the 
faculty, but we need to keep it 
being a well qualified faculty," 
said Ritsch. "Students have that 
concern too." 

To help with the problem, 
there is a Task Force on 
Women's Issues that has been 
created which includes three 
women professors, one male 
professor and one student. 

This committee is looking 
at this issue along with other 
student concerns, such as date 
rape. 

"The older students, the 
juniors and seniors, are more 
active in issues of today," said 
Dr. Jacqueline Jones, Chair of 
the Department of Occupational 
Therapy and Chairperson of the 
Task Force on Women's Issues, 
"the newer students, which is 
what most of this campus is, 
do not know those issues as 
well." 

With the task force just 
starting out, there is at least 
one group that is dealing with 
concerns of the women on this 
campus. "One of the problems 
this campus has had though," 
said Jones, " is that there has 
been no wave of sentiment for 
the issues of women, no real 
effort to form a group to deal 
with this."

Disturbed by those 
statistics, Orlando has worked 
to create an awareness of 
geography. Two geography 
courses will be offered in the 
spring of 1990: human 

geography and fundamental 
themes in geography. The 
latter will be taught jointly by 
Orlando and Dr. Kurt Bamada. 

Instead of a normal field 
trip, the professors will take the 
class to Spain over spring break 
to incorporate the concepts 
learned during the year. 

Orlando is also working 
toward geography awareness on 


University, and a director from 
the Coming Museum of Glass. 

She also organized a 
workshop, presented five papers 
and attended four conferences. 

Orlando was recently 
nationally recognized for 
designing a program in which 
uniformed basketball players, 
coaches, and timekeepers from 
the college met with elementary 
school students to promote 
reading. The players performed 
some drills. They then read 
aloud with the students and 
talked about the importance of 
reading. 

Orlando believes it is 
extremely important that 
students have role models they 
can identify with academically, 
professionally, and socially. 
She is or.e of only three woman 
chairs on campus, yet she feels 
comfortable with the position. 
She is pleased that the college 
is hiring more women in 
leadership positions. 

One of the aspects of 
Etown that drew Orlando was 


Pennsylvania. She came to 
Etown in 1988. 

She has taught courses in 
content area reading, critical 
thinking and diagnostic and 
remedial reading. At Etown, 
she teaches foundations of 
education, learning disabilities, 
and reading and language arts 
courses. 

Orlando is extremely 
positive about teaching. "I've 
always wanted to teach and I 
like being involved with 
students in a variety of human 
experiences." 

She has also been active 
"locally, statewide, and 
nationally in reading and 
language arts, early childhood, 
elementary, and secondary 
curriculum areas." 

Orlando's definition of 
"active" is greatly understated. 

In October and blovember 
alone, she hosted four

$313,600 is the amount of 
money in the activity fee fund 
when multiplying the $200 fee 
by the 1,568 students attending 
Elizabethtown College.

Negative

On the evening of 
Monday, November 14, 
students of Elizabethtown 
College gathered in the Alumni 
Auditorium of Baugher Student 
Center to learn about foreign 
attitudes regarding the United 
States of America. 

Nigel J.G. Ashford,member 
of Department of International 
Relations and Politics at 
Straff ordshire Polytechnic and 
noted British researcher on the 
topic of Anti-Americanism, 
gave the presentation entitled, 
"Anti-Americanism; A British 
Perspective". 

His topics included 
American Federalism, Ideology 
in Public Policy, and National 
Conservatism. 

In the lecture, Ashford 
pointed out the differences 
between two different types of 
Anti-Americanism: "Hard" and 
"Soft". Hard Anti-American- 
ism is "rejection of the U.S. for 
what it stands for." 

Soft Anti-Americanism, on 
the other hand, applies to 


images 

having one's opinion influenced 
about the U.S. by certain 
events. 

There is a generation gap in 
opinion evident in Europe 
regarding the public opinion of 
America. The older generation 
remembers the United States for 
their valuable assistance and 
protection during World War n. 

Those in their middle ages 
hold somewhat of a lesser 
opinion, having been a witness 
to events such as the Vietnam 
War and Watergate. 

Finally, the youngest 
generation tends to hold the 
U.S. in low esteem due to their 
exposure to coverage of the 
Iran-Contra affair and such 
modern-day fiascoes America 

gets into. Even so, most 
people in Europe regard 
American visitors as friendly 
and good-natured people. 

Ashford spoke about the 
"six negative images of the 
United States in Europe." 

(1) America is Capitalistic. 
The U.S. is the world- wide 
symbol of capitalism. In times 
past, the term capitalist was 


negative for its lack of 
economic success in its early 
days. 

At present, the term is still 
used negatively, even though, 
now that America has 
flourished under the capitalist 
system, it is for an altogether 
different reason - Americans are 
seen as greedy. 

Europeans believe that this 
country lacks programs for 
poverty, for instance. 

(2) America is 
Imperialistic. This is an 
opinion popular among the 
European nationalists. With 
the sudden seizure of military 
power the U.S. has attained, 
Europe has been inundated with 
military installations of 
personnel and maritime 
equipment. 

"Britain now seems to be a 
colony... or an aircraft carrier of 
the United States," says 
Ashford. 

The American military 
presence is not looked upon 
well in Europe, but the nation 
is also viewed as commercially 
imperialistic, as American Big 
Business buys up many foreign 


companies and corporations 
producing European goods. 

The recent buy-out of 
British Jaguar by the American 
Ford Motor Company serves as 
an example of the business 
transactions fueling this 
opinion. 

(3) America is Vulgar. 
There is a rising fear of the 

westernization of European 
culture. A fair percentage of all 
television shows aired in 
Europe are of American origin 
and carry the county's social 
influences abroad with them. 

"Twenty per cent of Europe 
believes that they would be 
better off if they were like the 
United States. Seventy-two per 
cent say no." 

(4) America is Naive. 
America is considered an 
ignorant newcomer to the field 
of foreign relations in 
comparison with other 
European nations such as 
England, who has dealt with 
foreign powers for centuries 
longer. 

As a result, the ideals, 
values, and morality utilized in 
American foreign policy 
frequently are questioned. 

(5) America is dangerous. 
The U.S. is widely regarded as a 
violent nation, an image most 
likely generated by Hollywood 
film and television shown in 
Europe. 

American policemen such 
as those portrayed in programs 
like Miami Vice are seen as 
"^jgger-happy" and very 
willing to shoot if they feel it 
necessary. 

The fact that ex-president 
Ronald Reagan was initially an 
actor before he became a 
politician does not ease the 
situation either. 

The same image seems to 
rub off easily onto American 
foreign policy and as a result, 

Treatment

In what is a major 
breakthrough in the battle 
against AIDS, scientists have 
announced that treatment with 
the drug Zidovudine (also 
known as AZT) can delay the 
onset of the fatal syndrome in 
persons who are infected with 
the AIDS virus but who 
otherwise are still symptomless 
and healthy. 

Up until now, AZT has only 
been used to prolong the lives 
of persons already dying of 
AIDS. The drug does not stop 


America is considered just as 
much a threat as the Soviet 
Union. 

{Q America is 
unpredictable. Ashford claims, 
"you never know where the 
United States stands on an issue 
[of foreign policy]." 

Reagan often left European 
governments scratching their 
heads in puzzlement when he 
would sign treaties with the 
Russians shortly after 
delivering national addresses 
castigating and down-talking 
Soviet policies and actions. 

Another problem stems 
from the fact that sometimes 
America speaks for all countries 
even when they do not feel the 
same about the topic at hand. 

In instances such as these, 
other countries need to speak up 
for themselves before other 
countries react in unfavorable 
ways to what has been said. 

According to Ashford, the 
above list consists of only six 
negative images of the U.S. 
Had there been more time for 
the lecture, "I could have given 
you twenty," he quipped. 

He then stressed the 
importance for the American 
government to make attempts 
to alleviate these problems of 
opinion abroad. 

Americans need to be liked 
in order for their values to be 
accepted in the global political 
arena. 

Other countries would 
benefit from the U.S.'s 
successful discrediting of these 
images. "England shares some 
of these [American ] values." 

Before leaving the podium 
Monday evening, the British 
speaker said, "Anti-American- 
ism is a price you pay for 
being a great power and symbol 
in the world. You must learn 
to accept it while at the same 
time, combat it." 

for Aids? 

people of dying from AIDS, 
however, and it often causes 
side eff^ts that are so serious 
that patients cannot continue 
using it. 

Without AZT, a person can be 
infected with the AIDS virus 
for as long as five years or 
more before developing the 
AIDS syndrome. When AZT' 
treatments are given to people 
who are infected but who 
haven't yet developed AIDS, 
not only can the "grace period" 
be extended, but the side effects 
of the drug are much less 
severe.

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Top 10 movies of 1980

As the 1980's come to a close, moviemakers will look upon 
the decade with disappointment. Teenagers dominate the audi- 
ence and too many movie studios cater to their whims. Slasher 
films and their sequels are being produced in record numbers. 
Plots and acting are replaced by mindless and graphic deaths. 
However, through this quaqmire of gore, some films have lifted 
above this drivel. Recently, movie critics have sorted through 
this mess to name the top ten films of the decade. This is my 
list. 

10) Diner . Directed by Baltimore native, Barry Levinson, this 
film launched the career of some of the brightest new actors in- 
cluding Steve Guttenberg, Mickey Rourke, Kevin Bacon, and 
Ellen Barkin. It has top-notch writing with strong plots and 
characters in addition to the wonderful cinematography which 
created a realistic 1950's Baltimore. 

9) Platoon . This is a grippingly told story of the Vietnam War 
which focuses on the effects war has on people, especially the 
character played by Martin Sheen. Oliver Stone's visual depic- 
tion of a village being destroyed is haunting. The only other 
image to come close during the 1980s occurs in The Killing 
Fields. 

8) Who Framed Roger Rabbit. The makers of this film revolu- 
tionized animation. Bob Haskill's interaction with cartoon char- 
acters is amazing. The five-minute cartoon short at the begin- 
ning is the funniest five minutes in movies during the decade. 

7) Back to the Future. The relationship that the Michael J. Fox 
character fosters with his mother, father, and scientist makes 
this film click. The time travel plot is well worn, but this mo- 
vie is able to give it a unique twist. 

6) Rainman. Dustin Hoffman gives the performance of the dec- 
ade in this film. Other notable performances include Ben King- 
sley in Gandhi. William Hurt in Kiss of the Spider Woman, and 
Robert DeNiro in Raging Bull. 


5) Mv Dinner with Andre. Words make this picture. During a 
special dinner, actors Andre Gregory and Wallace Shawn use lan- 
guage to describe events and people who affect their lives. The 
I camera remains almost static as these two men weave these fas- 
cinating tales. 

4) E.T The Extra-Terrestrial. Steven Spielberg's film is the best 
family film of the decade. Siskel and Ebert agree that it is 
Spielberg's ability to make E.T. a believable character that 
makes this film magic. 

3) Room with a View. This is a wonderful, lyrical tale of a 
young woman growing up in Victorian Europe. There are no 
known stars except Vanassa Redgrave, but the acting is 
exceptional. The soft focus cinematography lends an air of 
innocence to the time period. It is a film that looks crafted, but 
not pushed by deadlines or egos. 

2) Babette's Feast. In a relatively unknown film, this beautiful 
piece of cinema shows how a woman can give love through a 
surprising source: a seven course dinner. The plot, writing, 
acting, and cinematography combine so delicately, that you 
have to remind yourself that you are watching a film. 

1) Ran. Japanese director.Akira Kurosawa masterfully recreates 
Shakespeare's King Lear. Kurosawa is able to contrast the 
bright colors in the costumes with the stark reality of war, 
isolate the humanity of an individual within the universal vice 
of greed, and show the consequences of actions prompted by 
love rather than by lust. This is a visually powerful film. 

There are other films which were difficult to leave off this list 
that might be on your top ten. These include; Never Cry 
Wolf, Romancing the Stone, Grey Fox, Arthur, and Amadeus. 

I did not see Mississippi Burning, any Spike Lee, or the 
movies being released this holiday season. They could alter my 
list.

'Sup sports fans? Whew, I 
haven't said that in a while, it 
feels good to be back.

But anyway, this 
weeks' column will tell the 
story of an individual and a 
group of men at Etown. The 
group changes somewhat from 
year to year, but their goal 
remains the same. 

Our story begins in the 
winter of 1984, when a senior 
wrestler from Pennsauken, NJ. 
heard about a school called 
Elizabethtown College. Etown 
didn't really have much of a 
wresting team back then, in fact 
they were 0-19 in the 1984-85 
season. 

The college did have several 
things to offer our hero, 
however, such as a solid 
education, a close college 


community, and a chance to get 
in on the ground floor of a 
rebuilding team. The young 
man agreed to be a part of 
Elizabethtown, and dreamed of 
the day when they would finally 
come into their own as 
grapplers. 

The first year (1985-86), 
with several key recruits, they 
showed a vast improvement. 
Etown wrestlers won a few 
matches that year. Thier 
overall record was 10-13-1, and 
thier captain, Dino Delviscio, 
was crowned Middle Altantic 
Conference Champion. The 
team finished 11 out of 24 
teams in the conference. 

The next year (1986-87), 
the team showed even more 
improvement, moving up to 
10th place overall with a 12-7 
record, thier first winning record 
since 1981. They had no 
individual champions, but 
several wresters placed in the 
top six in the MAC. 

In our hero's junior year. 


the team set a school record for 
victories with a 16 and 8 record, 
and moved up to 8th place in 
the conference. This set the 
stage for things to come. 

Last season was an all-time 
high in Etown wresting 
history. Coach D. Kenneth 
Ober reached a landmark 250th 
victory, when the team defeated 
the University of California at 
Pa., which was at that time a 
nationally ranked NCAA 
Division II team. The team 
continued on to a 16-7-2 record, 
giving Ober a career record of 
254-183-2, and earning 4th 
place finish in MAC 
competition. 

Individually, Tim Gerber 
reached star status by becoming 
the first wrestler in Etown's 
history to aquire 100 victories. 
Gerber finished his career wth 
an MAC title. All American 
honors with an 8th place finish 
at nationals, and a career record 
of 114-34-7. 

But that's enough about the 


past, this year's team is 
currently 3-0. They are as good 
if not better than squads of the 
past. The leadership falls on 
the shoulders of seniors Dave 
McHoul and Benn Druck. Both 
wresters suffered injuries early 
in the season but McHoul has 
healed and taken the spot in the 
158 lb class. Druck is expected 
to return this weekend at 134. 
Let's look for a great season 
from these two. 

Underclassmen will play a 
key role in in the teams 
success. Look for strong 
competition from 167 pounder 
Mat Hurley, Dane Delosier at 
177, and Ron Moyer at 190. 
Along with McHoul, they 
should make a strong 
middle-upper weight 
combination. Junior Matt 
King should also improve 
nicely into the 126 lb spot 

As far as freshman go, 
Etown pulled the recruit of the 
year in freshman Mike Ahem.

"Eventually you begin to 
mix despair with rage." These 
were the words of Professor 
Eugene Clemens following a 
candlelight service for the six 
priests and two bystanders who 
were slain in El Salvador. 

"These were not just 
senseless murders," said 
Clemens. "The military has 
been responsible for the death 
of 70,(XX) people." 

Eight people were killed on 
November 16 for their religious 
convictions, or for even being

Salvadorian Government in lieu 
of some form of negotiation on 
control. However, President 
Christiani in coalition with the 
army, has repressed all forms 
of change and mediation. 

Repression, being the key 
word here, is implemented in 
this country by right wing 
bomb squads. They use 
violence and scare tactics to 
intimidate the reformist, thus, 
they use killing as a means of 
control. 

Although no "real" evidence 
has been uncovered, there are 
very good reasons to believe 
this right wing group, known 
as the Arena party, is not 
independent of the government 

Despite this centralized 
power, the left wing reformists 
are determined not to give up 
their plea for true democracy, 
which the Salvadorian 
Government claims to be, and 
have thus taken up arms to 
combat the "power center". 

As a result of the reformers' 
relentless persistence of equality 
and the eminent presence of the 
governmental army in coalition 
with the bomb squads, a cold 
and deadly war has emerged. 

Clemens reminds us of one 
drastically important fact "The 
United States government is 


funding the Salvadorian 
military and has made it the 
most powerful force in Central 
America with sophisticated 
weaponry and artillery 

The U.S. is aiding in the 
destruction of at least 50,(X)0 
civilians in a country which 
uses brutality as it means of 
control. "Our country is not 
only sending this Fascist type 
government weapons, but we 
also have at least 55 advisors 
there overseeing the 
operations." 

Clemens also commented 
that the U.S. has funded more 
than half of the Salvadorian’s 
national budget 

Of utmost importance, ^ 
Clemens want everyone to be 
aware of the reasons our 
government is taking part in 
these acts of human violations. 
"The American people are so 
afraid of communism that their 
paranoia has taken over and will 
do anything to stop any 
possible threat of it" 

However, this is not the 
only reason Clemens stated as 
to why our Government and 
country are allowing this 
brutality to continue. He 
commented on the idea that the 
U.S. is denying its 
participation in these events 


because we don't want to admit 
we have gotten ourselves into a 
"bad" situation. 

"Admitting we have engaged 
ourselves in this immoral 
situation is a blow to the 
country and its values. 
Therefore, the government 
pretends, or looks the other 
way, in order to avoid any 
conflict." 

Clemens, so enthralled with 
the U.S. involvement, has 
altered all his course syllabi to 
replace intended topics with the 
current crisis in El Salvador. "It 
is extremely important that the 
students are aware of what their

country is doing and not so 
much criticize it, but admit to 
it's wrong-doing and work on 
changes." 

The dim lights and hollow 
sound of Clemens' office have 
portrayed the situation in El 
Salvador. The dim light of 
truth for their so called 
democratic society and the 
empty and hollow sound 
mirroring the shock of the 
violence and death tolls. 
However, on his desk, a 
flickering candle is burning- a 
spark of hope that the tragedies 
can somehow be amended in the 
future. 


"Decades of a social and 
economic situation that has 
become progressively worse." 
These are the words professor 
Gene Clemens uses to describe 
the situation in El Salvador. 

His opening statement, his 
dimly lit office, and the 
surrounding hallow sound, 
perfectly set the mood for the 
upcoming discussion 
concerning the events occurring 
in Central America. 

For the typical college 
student, the happenings in El 
Salvador are foreign and 
somewhat distant, but I urge 
you to read on in hopes of 
gaining knowledge of the world 
in which you live- "the land 
of the free." 

El Salvador claims to be a 
democratic society, but the 
present events as well as those 
occurring in previous decades 
reflect a land aristocracy 
controlled by a few 
landholders. Clemens stated, 
"About 2% of the population 
own half the land and a large 
percentage are tenant farmers or 
are without land." 

Leftist reformers have 
offered many proposals to the

Professor Donald Smith, 
advisor to WWEC, is calling 
this a "waiting period". 

When will all of this 
waiting be over? Possible by 
the start of next semester. 


according to Petersen. Students 
could be listening to WWEC 
88.3 FM as early as February. 
The month of January would be 
utilized to make the transition 
from AM to FM. 

It seems as though all 
WWEC has been doing is 
waiting. First, they had to get 
through the battle about 
overlapping signals which was 
finally settled out of court this 
year. Now they must wait to 
get a permit for FM broadcast 
from the FCC. 

The request for a 
construstion permit was filed 
with the FCC this past 
summer. When the permit is 
issued, WWEC 88.3 FM can 
become a reality. 

When erected the station's 
broadcasting tower will be 
located next to Nicarry. The 
station will have the capability 
to reach approximately 26,000 
people. 


The format of the station 
will be somewhat free form. 
During the day you can expect 
to hear programming from 
foreign countries such as 
Sweden and Germany. In the 
evenings, programming will 
include top 40, dance, and some 
alternative songs. After 9:00 
p.m., anything is possible, 
depending upon which show 
you happen to catch. 


Some of the shows that one 
might hear on WWEC 88.3 
FM after 9:00 p.m. might 
include classic rock, new 
music, and light favorites. 
Each of these specialty shows 
is requested by the DJ and is 
decided upon by the station's 
board of directors. 

Anyone can become a DJ 
on WWEC. The station is not 


only for Communications 
majors. To become a DJ, one 
must complete a series of 
training sessions and take an 
on-the-board lesL

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Clemens speaks mind against society

If you consult any social 
indicators whatsoever- - land 
distribution, malnutrition, 
deaths before the age of five, in 
place of virulent Cold War 
anti-Communism, you will be 
appalled by what ^ou see in El 
Salvador. 

Yet, in our one-dimensional 
obsession with preserving a 
world free of Communism, we 
have unwittingly chosen to aid 
and abet military repression and 
death squads. Then it was an 
Archbishop, now, six Jesuit 
priests. 

To stop Communism "at 
our doorsteps" we have taken 
the side against all effectual 
social reform, making 
partnership with the victimizers 
against the victims. We have 
entered the world court 
interceding in behalf of the 


abuser, the wife beater, the 
rapist. 

We are in conspiracy with 
terrorists, that is, those who 
would terrify opposition into 
submission. All cant about 
promoting the freedom of the 
people stripped away, the 
democracy that we use to 
justify our deeds is paper thin. 

The real power of the 
society does not lie in the hands 
of a so-called "budding 
democracy," but remains where 
it resided before our entrance 
and the enormous arms build 
up: an oligarchy reinforced by 
the military. 

Though we force ourselves 
to deny it, our money and 
weapons have been in the 
service of a power structure 
responsible for tens of 
thousands of deaths through 
indiscriminate political 
assassination. To admit to this 
truth would be too devastating. 


ideologically as well as 
emotionally. 

Vicious ^ the death squad 
activities are, they cannot be 
dismissed as acts of 
uncontrollable forces. They are 
calculated measures of 
intimidation, to eliminate all 
movement for effective social 
change. 

It is a power issue and the 
reality is: anything which is 
suspected of opposition to the 
power structure, even in 
thought, is shot. It has been a 
reign of terror, with our 
assistance. 

I am not certain what it 
says, but I ponder how that if I 
wrote this letter in "democratic" 
El Salvador I would be shot, by 
weapons supplied by the United 
States. 

We do not genuinely care 
about the Salvadoran people. If 
we did, we would seek to find 
out the truth about their 


condition of life. Where were 
we in care for these people, 
before the titanic movements 
for social change? 

No, the truth is, we never 
really cared about them, any of 
"them," only about us. The 
perverted form of freedom we 
want for them is whatever will 
preserve our freedom to do what 
we want 

What we care about is our 
geo-political world. We are 
paranoid, that our secure world 
is falling apart. It is a posture, 
not confident in the future, but 
suspicious of everything we 
cannot understand in our narrow* 
self-interest. 

It is a disposition prepared 
to do anything to protect its 
sick vision of reality and justify 
it in the name of American 
ideals, thus violating our 
heritage in process of aiding in 
the repression of another 
people. If there be a God in 


heaven, let there be a judge. 

The people of El Salvador, 
the name literally meaning "the 
Savior," will not be free, until 
we are saved, cured of a disease 
in our minds. If we would 
genuinely care about the people 
of El Salvador, the vast 
majority unbelievably poor, we 
must first of all tear down the 
wall of fear which has been 
built within our hearts. 

The words of Edgar 
Chamarro, disillusioned former 
Contra leader, seem to ring 
true: "You are battling 

phantoms in your own mind." 
Tragic for our nation's 
historical record, including what 
the flag symbolically stands 
for, in battling the phantom we 
have made alliance with those 
who would savagely terrorize 
their own people. Can we face 
the truth of our own better 
selves? 


Professor mourns death of priest 


Martyrs of the Poor

It seems most fitting for a 
school, whose theological 
tradition is one which has 
experienced a great deal of 
persecution and violence, to 
hold a special memorial service 
for fellow pilgrims who have 
sealed their Christian witness in 
blood. 

In 1977, when I was 
undergoing a spiritual crisis in 
my life, there came into my 
hands a book which which was 
to be one of the most 
influential theological works I

have read, one which enabled 
me to develop a healthy view of 
God and a balanced 
understanding of the role of the 
church in society. The book 
was Freedom Made Flesh: The 
Mission of Christ and His 
Church, and it was written by 
Ignacio Ellacuria, the recent 
martyred priest and rector of the 
Universidad Centroamericana 
Jose Simeon Canas in San 
Salvador. Upon reading this 
book I became acquainted with 
the soul, mind and spirit of this 
great Latino theologian, whose 
sense of mission to his dying 
day was to challenge the 


Church to reflect in its practice 
the mission of Jesus Christ. 

Ellacuria reminds us, "We 
must remember that resistance 
to change dmost always stems 
from those who possess wealth 
or power... Hence it is easy to 
see that there is little Christian 
authenticity in many who 
staunchly defend the existing 
order. 

"Unfortunately, history shows 
us that if this conversion is 
difficult on the individual level, 
it is collectively impossible 
unless it is forced by the weight 
of circumstances." 

For Ignacio Ellacuria, "the 


weight of circumstances" was 
the act of violence. Ellacuria 
believed that the Bible makes 
"clear- that there ate two forms 
of violence. One is the 
violence of the unjust 
oppressor; it is original, 
aggressive violence. The other 
is the violence performed on 
behalf of the oppressed. 

Putting to practice his own 
theology, Ellacuria was 
strongly critical of both the left 


and the right in El Salvador. 
He especially warned "of the 
danger of the extreme right 
taking justice into its own 
hands." As a result of attacking 
this institutionalization of 
social injustice in his adopted 
country, on Thursday, 
November 16, 1989, Ignacio 
Ellacuria, like his predecessor 
Archbishop Oscar Romero nine 
years previously, was a victim 
of the very violence he so 
repudiated.

His religious 
views were melded by the 
words of Father Ellacuria. 

Clemens then conducted a 
unison reading in hopes that the 
service had enlightened each of 


the group in a meanmgful way. 

Ending the service was 
Chaplain Joan Austin with the 
Benediction. Dr. Austin also 
explained the symbolism of the 
red and white candles, table 
linens, and bulletins. The red 
stood for the blood shed and the 
white for truth. 

Reactions from Melissa 
Stutzman, a psychology major 


and member of Advocates for 
Peace, were those of 
frustration. 

The injustice occurring in 
El Salvador in her words is 
"very visible." She attended the 
memorial service with the 
belief that, "You need to see 
that other people feel the same 
way."

In three seasons worth of basketball, the Elizabethtown 
men's team has seen a lot of things change. Coaching 
changes have been the most noticable. 

But whether the last name has been Smith, Marsh, or 
Lebo one thing has been consistant. One player has been 
there year in and year out to put the points on the board. 

His name is Jim Hepfer and this season, just like the 
ones before, he is scoring points for the Jays. Lots of them. 
When the latest statistical rankings came out. Hepfer, the 
Jay's senior Co-Captain, was the listed fourth in scoring in 
MAC Northern Division. 

The 6-4 forward is averaging 21.7 points per game. His 
most recent scoring spree came this past Tuesday night 
when Hepfer poured in 25 points in a 92-85 victory over 
Division opponent Delaware Valley. 

Those 25 points moved Hepfer two rungs higher on the 
College's all-time leading scorer list.

F & M ends JaygaFs home win streak

Monday evening saw the 
continuing of a great rivalry in 
Thompson Gymnasium as the 
Lady Jays played host to 
Franklin and Marshall.

Etown managed to stay close 
and trailed by only three 27-24 
after Deirdre Hendrie canned a 
three point shot with less than 


six minutes remaining in the 
first half. 

But E&M went on a 9-1 
run and went to the half leading 
45-30. 

The Lady Jays came out 
strong in the second half as 
Sherry Canuso helped cut the 
deficit to 1 1 hitting two baskets 
in the first two minutes of the 
half. 

But experience paid off as 
Borosky and Krumrine 
combined for six straight points 
and the Lady Jays never 
seriously challenged again. 

Hurting the cause for the 
Jays was an injury suffered by 
Jen MacNair two days earlier in 
a game against Susquehanna. 
Toward the end of that game 
she came down on her ankle 
wrong and was not cleared to 
play until Monday afternoon. 

Marci Grossman, who came 
into the game averaging just 
under 1 1 ppg was sick and was 
not playing under the best of 


health. 

But it is questionable how 
much of a difference these two 
girts would have made if 
healthy (MacNair still hit for 
her average of 13 ppg). 
Krumrine, who stands 6'3", was 
able to do just about anything 
she wanted to do with the ball 
as soon as she got her hands on 
it. 

She ended up as the games 
high scorer with 24 points and 
12 rebounds. Bowen chipped in 
with 19 points and 11 boards 
while Belser and Borosky 
combined for 26. 

Quite simply it appeared as 
though the Lady Dips were just 
to strong inside forcing the 
defense to sag and play down 
low. This left Bowen wide 
open and she took full 
advantage of her opportunities. 

The Lady Jays were led by 
MacNair and Ruth Woltman 
who each hit for 13 while 
Canuso chipped in 11.

Computer lab hours 

To the College Community, 

It is unfortunate that this 
letter had to be written. I had 
sincerely hoped that 
circumstances would change to 
the point where it would not be 
necessary to embarass certain 
people. Alas, this is not the 
case. So here goes. 

Something is rotten in the 
state of Pennsylyania. There is 
an indiyidual named Jeff White 
who is preyenting us from 
using the campus facilities 
which we pay so dearly for. I 
am referring to the PC and Mac 
labs in Nicarry. 

The IBM and Zenith 
personal computers on the first 
floor of Nicarry and the 
Macintosh computers on the 
second floor are a yaluable 
resource. Several hundred 
students, including myself, 
depend on these computers to 
complete their assignments. 

Some, such as 

communications computer 
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science majors, have a 
continuous need for these 
computers, and no substitute 
will suffice. However, we are 
being prevented from doing our 
work by Mr. White's continued 
insensitivity to the students' 
needs. 

There are 28 IBM and Zenith 
computers in the PC lab and 15 
computers in the Mac lab. 
These labs are "open" 97 hours 
a week. If one looks at these 
numbers only, you would think 
there is plenty of time for the 
■Student to use the machines. 
This is the impression Mr. 
White is trying to give us, but 
as you can see, it is a false 
impression. 

Of these 97 hours, 13 of 
these are taken up by classes in 
the Mac lab, and at least twice 
that many in the PC lab. This 
leaves students with roughly 
60 hours during the week to get 
their computer work done, 
assuming the labs open on 
time. 

I am writing this letter 
using one of the two PCs 
available in Nicarry at this 
time. All the rest are being 
used by classes. The Macs, 
which are supposed to be open 
at 8:00, are still closed at 9:30. 

We must now consider the 
other factors: we have other 
classe*". We have to stud- We 
have to eat. Many of us have 
jobs. We simply don't have the 
free time to go to the computer 
lab at the hours Mr. White 
dictates. 

I have mentioned this to Mr.

Is the issue of regulating abortion the first step of 
many government regulations on women's rights? When 
will the government assume full responsibility of my 
body, my life? My body is my. body and whatever I 
choose to do with it is my choice. The government has 
no right to set limits on any decision concerning my 
body. This is a very personal decision that I would like to 
make on my own. My body is sacred to me; it's my very 
own, something different from everyone else's. I should 
have complete control over it, share it with whomever I 
like, do with it as I wish. How can the government limit my 
right to my own body? 

Being pro-choice does not mean being pro-abortion. 
Abortion used as a means of birth control is wrong. 
However, the people who use it as such, do so 
consciously and if they can live with their decision-more 
power to them! If I were to get pregnant now as a college 
student, I cant tell you what I would do. 

Let me offer a few scenarios: (1) I was raped and got 
pregnant: (2) I was a victim of incest and got pregnant; (3) 

I am 14, a victim of molestation and pregnant; (4) I have 
AIDS and I'm pregnant: (5) My pregnancy may result in 
my death as well as my child's. 

I would not want to advertise for nine months that I 
was a victim nor would I want to risk my life to bring a sick 
child into the world. Adoption is an option, but I couldn't 
bear to carry a child under any of those circumstances. 
So what should I do?. Should I go to my congressman 
and ask him to sign my permission slip? Will I have to get 
the consent of my rapist? 

So many people are concerned with the harm 
abortion will do to the unborn baby.

Today, 
women are able to go to a sterile hospital and have an 
experienced physician perform the operation. Legal or 
not, abortions will be performed. How many cases of

prohibit abortion after 24 weeks 
of pregnancy except to save the 
mother’s life or health. It 
prohibits abortions because of 
the fetus' sex. 

Mothers also have to 
provide written consent for the 
use of fetal tissue or organs for 
transplant and neither they nor 
others may designate recipients. 
While these laws have already 
taken effect, four laws of a 
more restricting nature were 
blocked. Some of the blocked 
restrictions are that a woman 
must wait 24 hours before 
getting an abortion to be 
informed about its procedure, 
risks and alternatives and that a 
woman must notify her 
husband before getting an 
abortion. 

The other two restrictions 
stated that a doctor must 
determine the age of the fetus 
before performing an abortion 
and that at least two doctors 
must say that an abortion after 
24 weeks is necessary to save 
the mother’s life or health. 

"It was a definite victory for 
the pro-choice side," said Lynne 
Randall, Executive Director of 
the Feminist Women’s Health 
Center of Atlanta, 
"The sections that were blocked 
were the most harmful, they 
were the ones that most 
interfered" with the direct access 
of getting abortions. 

Most frightening to Randall 
is the concept of requiring 
spousal consent or parental 
consent before obtaining an 
abortion. "It is ultimately the 
woman’s decision.. .the woman 
has to carry the baby for nine

Randall feels that these type 
of restrictive laws do not make 
the situation any better, they 
just "exaggerate the 
problems.. ..If communication 
isn’t there to begin with, you 
can't force it by law." 

Randall emphasizes that if 
anti-abortion groups can not 
make abortion illegal, they will 
just "try to chip away" at 
women’s rights. 

Linda Greineder, Executive 
Director of Lancaster Birthrite, 
viewed the new laws from quite 
a different perspective. 

She was "disappointed the 
24 hour waiting period wasn’t 
passed" because so many girls 
are rushed into a decision that 
they may regret. Greineder 
would like to see regulations 
that would require girls to be 
informed on abortions before 
they get one. 

She also feels that it is 
unfair that the father’s consent 
is not required if a woman has 
an abortion, because if she were 
to have the baby, the father 
would often be required to pay 
support 

Greineder stresses that 
"human life is present from the 
moment of conception. ..once 
conceived, nothing else has to 
be added to make the baby." 
She states, "You don’t solve a 
problem by killing the 
problem." 

Abortion is a complex 
issue that raises a myriad of 
questions, but most of the 
answers have yet to be 
discovered.

Services decision, the first time 
the U.S. Supreme Court has 
upheld state restrictions on 
abortion rights since the 1973 
Roe V. Wade ruling.

Prof'files: Dr. Christine Bucher

Religion has the power to 
unite people of different times 
and backgrounds. In the same 
respect, it can divide nations 
and cause tremendous conflict. 

To some, religion is a 
source of strength and guidance. 
To others, it presents an 
opportunity to wield power and 
control. 

However, no matter how 
one views religion, it is an 
integral part of most cultures 
and its influence dates back 
hundreds of years. 

Christine Bucher, Professor 
of Religious Studies, has made 
it her career to study religion 
and the impact it has on 
everything and everyone around 
it. 

Bucher's interest in religion 
began at a young age. She had 
many questions about religion 
that no one seemed capable of 
answering. So she began 
studying it herself. 


Bucher came to 
Elizabethtown College as an 
undergraduate student, knowing 
she wanted to teach, but not 
sure of the subject matter. After 
her first religion class she knew 
she had found it. 

However, she wanted to 
experience religion, not just 
talk "about it from the academic 
perspective." 

After graduating from 
Etown with a B.A. in religion, 
Bucher entered the Bethany 
Seminary in Illinois. She 
investigated and observed the 
"more practical side of religion" 
by studying how people are 
changed, helped and influenced 
by religion. 

Three years later, Bucher 
left for California to enter 
Claremont Graduate School. 
She received her Ph.D. in 
Hebrew Scriptures. 

Bucher remained in 
California and worked in a 
bookstore for several years. 
Eventually, Bucher and her 
husband, whom she met at the 
Bethany Seminary, moved back 
East for family reasons.

The freshmen seminar 
courses which actually started 
in the Fall of 1989 as a 
small-scale experiment. The 
purpose of the seminar classes 
is to "help the student make the 
transistion from high school to 
college and instill in them the 
skills that are required for one 
to become a self-directed, 
independent thinker," the 
handbook states. 

The junior-senior 
colloquium will bring the 
student back to the seminar ■ 
setting in order to "explore a 
selected contemporary issue of 
national or world significance 
from perspectives other than 
those of the major." This 
experience will lead to the 
writing of a major paper on the 
topic. 

The areas of understanding 
in which students must 
complete selected courses are 
Power of Language, Cultural 
Heritage, the Natural World, 
and Mathematical Analysis. 

Also, Foreign Cultures and 
International Studies, Creative 
Expression, the Social World, 
Values and Choice, and 
Physical Well-being. 

Many of those areas will 
include input and instruction 
from various departments on 
campus. 


Bucher, who began teaching 
here in 1986, has witnessed 
subtle changes in the religion 
department from when she was 
a student here. 

For instance, it is no longer 
called the religion department, 
it is the department of religious 
studies, indicating "that the 
study in this department" has 
broadened. 

For Bucher, the knowledge 
of religion is just half the job. 
She still has to share the 
information with her students. 
However, it is a job she loves 
doing. "I never had an interest 
in doing anything else," Bucher 
explains, "I have always wanted 
to teach." 

The most valuable lesson 
Bucher tries to impart to her 
students is "to question, always 
think for yourselves." She 
feels it is essential to "not just 
accept and believe things 
because people tell you to, but 
because you looked at it, 
studied it, thought about it and 
made up your own mind." 

Following her own advice, 
Bucher has made up her own

mind on a few things. Her 
favorite artist is Georgia 
O'Keefe, her favorite films are 
any starring Woody Allen and 
her favorite music is jazz. And, 
if she ever won an all-expense 
paid vacation, she would love 
to visit Israel. 

For Bucher, traveling to 
Israel would not only be a 
vacation, but also a learning 


experience. She is extremely 
interested in why religion there 
causes such great conflict. 

"Religion has tremendous 
power, tremendous influence on 
a lot of people," states Bucher. 
"It changes their lives, gives 
their lives meaning." 

However, in the words of 
Christine Bucher, "Test it out 
for yourself." 


Dr. Donald Kraybill, 
Chairman of Core Committee, 
says that the new core program 
has a "shift in emphasis that 
includes writing and it focuses 
on courses in different thematic 


-Kraybill commends the 
faculty on "working very 
cooperatively" on this new 
program.

Hilton feels that society as 
a whole has come to the 
realization that AIDS is 
becoming part of our society. 

It is the responsibility of the 
college and society to educate 
18-year-olds to 21 -year-olds 
about the effects of their 
actions. 

According to Hilton, an 
interest in promoting AIDS 
education on campus has 
existed for approximately three 
years. 

The Health Center has been 
providing information 
concerning AIDS. Faculty 
members and administrators 
speak in dormitories. Health 
Services has developed 
programs for the benefit of the 
student. 


need to educate students 
concerning their behavior. 

Most students are aware 
that AIDS was once known as a 
disease that was acquired only 

by homosexuals, drug users, 
and those who received blood 
transfusions. 

Many students realize that 
you can't contract the AIDS 
virus through casual contact 
with an infected patient. 

What many students do not 
know is that 

-Four percent of the total 
number of AIDS cases reported 
are among' the heterosexual 
community (this does not 
include the homosexual drug 
users). 

-Once the virus becomes 
active, the average life span of 
the infected individual is only 
thirteen months. 


-There is currently no hope 
for a cure. 

These facts along with the 
knowledge that a person can 
acquire the disease but not 
realize it and remain healthy 
for five to ten years and in 
Ktum infect others, prompted 
the establishment of the task 
force on campus. 

Jim Hilton, associate dean 
of college life, will be serving 
as the chairman of the newly 
established force. According to 
Hilton, at this point the force is 
going through its 
organizational stage. 

Hilton feels that the group's 
responsibility will be to "be 
responsible and provide as 
much as (the force) can, so that 
students can make appropriate 
decisions with the information 
provided."

One year ago, AIDS researchers estimated 
that one in every 50,000 college students might 
test positive with the AIDS related human 
immunodeficiency virus (HIV). 

Today, researchers know that two in every 
1,000 college students have tested HIV positive. 

These statistics come from a nationwide 
survey done on college campuses of all sizes. 
This means that it is conceivable that at least 
three students at Elizabethtown College could be 
infected at this time. 

Theoretically if one freshman that is HIV 
positive enters Elizabethtown and has sexual 
relations with two partners per year and those 
two people do the same and so on, by the time 
that freshman graduates, he/she may be 
responsible for exposing 81 students to the 
virus. 

So what do these statistics mean to you and 
me? Hopefully it means a lot. We as responsible 
adults must change our behaviors and become 
socially responsible both with our sexual 
activities and with they way we deal with the 
reality that one of our friends or acquaintances 
may be infected. 

The college as an institution has taken steps to 
inform students about the seriousness of this 
major epidemic and its effects on society. A 
task force has been established by concerned 
administrators, faculty members, and students. 

The group will address many of the areas of 
concern regarding this nationwide epidemic. We 
at The Etownian applaud this effort and support 
the task force. 

But remember all the support, statistics, and 
information we receive will not do us any good if 
we continue to ignore our responsibilities and 
take the "it will never happen to me" approach. 

It's time to become responsible for our 
actions. Our lives could depend on it!

Hilton said that the 
establishment of the task force 
was encouraged by the 
administration.

Bush justifies defense spending 

Political changes in Eastern Europe must not "lull us into 
a sense of complacency," President Bush said this week. The 
President defended his proposal to increase spending on 
strategic weapons and to decrease spending on military 
installations. Many democratic critics of the proposal say that 
it ignores all European activity to break down the Communist 
empire. Other critics believe allocation of the $292 billion 
defense budget does not correctly meet new political issues 
domestically or abroad. 


"If you want peace, prepare 
for war." This statement was 
one which Dr. Robert Johansen 
used to contrast his belief that 
there are other alternatives to 
war. 

Each year "Monday at 10" 
is host to the Delphi Lecture 
Series. The series is run by the 
Delphi Society and includes 
topics of interest which are 
normally not included in a 
college curriculum. 

This year Johansen was 
chosen to discuss ' The 
Declining Utility of War." 
Johansen is the director of 
graduate studies of the Institute 
for International Peace Studies 
at the University of Notre 
Dame. 

Johansen received his 
education at Columbia 
University and went on to 
specialize in U.S. security 
policy, U.S. -Soviet arms 
control negotiations, and peace 
and world order studies. 

He is currently doing 
research and writing on 
multilateral diplomacy, U.N. 
peacekeeping, and creative space 
in U.S.-Soviet relations. 

Johansen is past president 
of the World Policy Journal. He 
is director of the Arms Control 
Association, Washington; the 
Institute for Defense and 
Disarmament Studies, Boston; 
and the World Order Models 
Project, New York. 

Johansen has taught at 
Manchester College, Princeton 
University, and the University 
of Notre Dame. 

In addition, he is the author 
of two books: The National 
Interest: An analysis of U.S. 


Trade problems between Cuba and U.S.S.R. 

Grain and fruit shipments are at the center of growing trade 
problems between the Soviet Union and Cuba. Grain 
shipments from Moscow to Cuba have fallen behind, which 
has caused bread rationing to increase in Cuba. Increase of 
food prices are also to follow the rationing. Cuba, however, 
has failed to keep up .with citrus fruit exports to the Soviet 
Union. The Soviet Union has blamed the lack of shipping for 
the slow down on food exports. Political experts claim that 
the real reason for the shortage of grain from Moscow is 
Mikhail Gorbachev's method of persuading Castro to stop 
criticism of his domestic policies. Experts say that the same 
strategy had been used in the 1960's when Castro criticized 
President Brezhnev of being too liberal. In the 1960's the 
Soviet government cut oil shipments to Cuba.

Johansen stated the 
economic and environmental 
drawbacks to war. A few 
drawbacks he cited were 
unnecessary pollution, 
contributions to the Greenhouse 
effect, and enormous economic 
spending. 

Johansen argued that, 
"Means other than war are 
available to meet security 
needs." 

He proposed such changes 
as: a total ban on all military 
existence in space, a permanent 
U.N. police force, 
strengthening non-military 
deterrents for solving disputes, 
and giving support to candidates 
willing to support such 
proposals. 

Johansen looks towards 
global demilitarization. He 
states that it is illogical to ask 
for total demilitarization, but he 
believes that we must still 
move towards it to make a 
difference. 

According to Johansen, 
"We can prepare against war, 
we can prepare for peace. 


foreign policy and Towards an 
Alternative Security System. 

With this impressive 
background, Johansen spoke 
about the decreasing need for 
war to solve disputes and to 
secure peace. His goal was to 
have students consider 
unlearning the idea that "If you 
want peace, prepare for war." 

' He wanted students to, 
instead, consider four things: 
That war is not useful, that war 
is unnecessary, that 
preparations for war do not 
increase security as much as 
they decrease it, and that we 
should prepare against war 
instead of for it. 


Brazil represented by area students in U.N. 

Tom Knapp, of The Intelligencer Journal reported this 
week on fifteen students from the Lancaster area that are 
representing Brazil in the United Nations. The local delegation 
was selected by a lottery system to represent Brazil in a Mock 
U.N. session. While at the U.N., the students debated 
international policy. They discussed AIDS, drugs, famine, and 
envimomental issues. 


Soviet political party system may change 

Soviet President Mikhail Gorbachev asked the Communist 
Party this week to relinquish its constitutional monopoly and 
to accept rival political parties. Gorbachev encountered violent 
opposition stating that a pluralistic society would enevitably 
lead to the extention of the communist party. Since 
Gorbachev took office in March of 1985, the Soviet Union has 
undergone twelve major reform movements, ranging from an 
increase of local parliament responsibility to the protest march 
through Moscow in demand for a more democratic government. 
Gorbachev's proposal is the latest of drastic changes in eastern 
Europe; it is to include a multiparty system in the Soviet 
government. 


To prove the point that war 
is no longer useful, Johansen 
used historical events and 
statistics. He used such 
support as past and present 
situations in Vietnam, Grenada, 
and Panama. 

Tracing military history, he 
attempted to prove that 
"Collective violence has lost its 
utility in today's society."

'watch the entire campus at one 
time. "Criminals aren't stupid. 
They're smart enough to do 
'damage when no one is 
around," Atkinson said. 

Vandalism in residence 
halls has been the major 
problem this semester. Last 
weekend, windows were broken 
in Ober. A phone and shower 
curtains were ripped off and 
lights were broken in Founders. 
A window was broken in 
Brinser. Many bathrooms have 
been trashed. 

Myer 2 West has had 
several problems with vandals. 
A hole was kicked in one of the 
walls, a lounge was trashed, and 
signs were ripped off the walls. 

Myer 2 West has had hall 
meetings to try and find ways 
of preventing this, but it is 
difficult to stop. Thefts can be 
-prevented by locking doors, but 
vandalism is not so easy to 
stop. 

Dennis Murphy, assistant 
dean of residence life, is very 
concerned about the rise in 
vandalism.

Number of false fire alarms 
causes administrative concern 


Evacuating a building presents 
an opportunity for someone to 
get hurt. 

"For example, someone 
who is not coherent when they 
awaken (maybe they've been 
drinking, maybe they're a sound 
sleeper and slow walker) could 
fall down steps and be injured 
or' even die. The person who 
caused the false alarm could be 
charged with homicide." 


Assistant Director of the Public 
Safety Department, states her 
concern as follows: "Some of 
our students have developed a 
false sense of security because 
of the concrete structure of the 
residence halls. 

"It's probably true that, 
except in Founders, a fire would 
not spread beyond the room in 
which it started. However, we 
need to remind students that 
MOST people who die in fires 
do so from' smoke inhalation 
and not from bums. 

"A fire in a student's room 
can fill an entire hallway with 
heavy smoke in only minutes."

"We are concerned that 
students have become 
desensitized to fire alarms." 
This statement was used by Dr. 
Dennis Murphy, Dean of 
Residence Life, to express his 
concerns over the excessive 
numbers of false fire alarms 
this year. 

There have been 22 fire 
alarms since September, 16 of 
which occurred last semester 
and six of which have occurred 
so far this semester. 

During the first semester 1 1 
took place in Ober, two in 
Founders, two in Brinser, and 
one in Myer. All six fire 
alarms this semester have 
taken place in Ober. 

The college is concerned 
about this problem. They are 
afraid that if these false alarms 
continue, students will treat 
them as a joke and not evacuate 
the buildings. This could result 
in injury or possible fatality in 
the event of a real fire. 

At least one fire has taken 
place this year, one which did a 
considerable amount of damage 
to a student's room. Murphy 
states, "Real fires do happen 
here, we are concerned."

"If the problem continues, 
there is a real possibility that 
we will take more than just 
college disciplinary action." 

The college feels that there 
may be a need to bring in the 
authorities if the problem 
persists. 


Atkinson says, "When the 
fire alarm sounds, students 
must make every effort to leave 
immediately and move away 
from the building. It has been 
proven that, in time of crisis, 
people react in the manner in 
which they have been trained 
and practiced. 

"If students follow the 
proper procedures every time 
there's an alarm, even though' 
most of them are false, we can 
feel comfortable that, if there is 
a fire, everyone will get out 
safely." 


This is a dangerous and life 
threatening situation. The 
college hopes that when false 
fire alarms do occur, students 
will either take action in 
reporting who's responsible to 
Public Safety or speak to the 
party involved themselves. 
She also states. As for Murphy feels that, "Students 
false alarms, the Public Safety

As a native of Washington 
D.C., my high school was 99% 
black, so I felt it a welcome and 
necessary change for me to 
attend this college. 

However, I was shocked 
when I came here. The average 
student at this school knows 
very little about blacks or any 
other minority, for that matter. 

First of all, it seems as if 
many of the students at this 
school believe a lot of the 
stereotypes about minorities, 
especially blacks. What many 
people do not realize is that 
most of those stereotypes are 
demeaning and/or negative. 

I am truly convinced that 
these beliefs are due to their 
misunderstandings. Many 
students here have never seen a 
black person before coming 


here. 

The purposes of the Black 
Student Union are vast and 
meaningful. The goal of the 
BSU or any other activity 
sponsored by it is not for 
"white student bashing". 

The minority population 
will increase substantially over 
the next few years. The 
students of this campus need to 
fully understand and except the 
new diversity with open arms, 
minds and hearts. 

Students need to engage 
themselves in activities that 
educate about the black culture 
while entertain at the same 
time. The Black Student Union 
is open to everyone that may 
have questions or concerns 
about the minorities. The 
minorities may also have 
concerns of their own of whites.

Another concern is the fact 
that vandalism diminishes the 
college community. People do 
things to the college that they 
wouldn't do in their own 
homes. Their respect for the 
school as their own community 
has changed. 

Money is the least of 
Murphy's concerns, but it 
should be a concern for all ol 
the college. When the 
buildings are vandalized, 
everyone pays. 

If the vandal isn't caught, 
the vandalized hall ends up 
paying the bill for the damage. 
Even if they don't pay the bill, 
the tuition money that would 
have been used to improve their 
education is used to pay for the 
damages. 

Both Public Safety and 
Murphy agree that the best way 
to stop vandalism on campus is 
for the students to speak up. 
Murphy says that accidents 
should be reported. 

Often a person will 
accidentally damage something 
and run away without saying 
anything. Murphy says this is 
a big mistake. If it was an 
accident, the person would have 
to pay for the damage, but 
would not get into trouble. 


If the accident goes 
unreported, it is considered 
vandalism and the burden of the 
expense falls on the college and 
the students. 

"Students need to tell 
someone," said Murphy. If they 
know who did it, they need to 
tell the vandal what they have 
done is unacceptable behavior. 
They need to tell the proper 
authorities if the vandal won't 
cooperate. 

"Students need to know 
something is wrong." It's up to 
the students at Elizabethtown to 
decide that they have had 
enough and they want to do 
something about it.

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On February 11, 1990, Nelson Mandela was freed after 27 years of 
imprisonment. This event has given blacks in South Africa a reason to hope 
for a better society, one that will offer equality and unconditional acceptance. 
His release represents a chance for blacks in South Africa to experience the 
same freedom that exists in the United States. 

On February 15, 1990, the Black Student Union at Elizabethtown College 
sponsored an event that celebrated the release of Nelson Mandela. A speech 
full of power and meaning was given that emphasized the importance of 
crossing color lines and seeing people for who they are, not what color they 
are. Mandela's release has incited strong reactions from people all over the 
world. The blacks of South Africa are celebrating and rejoicing. The white 
minority is in an uproar, engaging in mass protests and waving, among other 
things, swastikas. Here at Elizabethtown College, students are asking, "Who is 
this Mandela guy?" 

The celebration offered the opportunity to learn how one man's release from 
prison would offer such promise and hope for so many. The only problem with 
the celebration was the lack of attendance by Elizabethtown College students. 
The presentation was free, so cost was not an obstacle. It took place in the 
[ BSC lounge, a location that should be familiar to all students. There were signs 
around campus and announcements in the cafeteria that advertised the event. 

The whole presentation lasted no longer than half an hour, not very lengthy, 
but those who attended participated in a celebration the likes of which will not 
occur again. The only thing that was called for was the desire to understand 
how an event that has forever changed the nation of South Africa will affect 
the students here at Elizabethtown. 

By not supporting the event, students made a statement of their own. They 
demonstrated that apathy is more prevalent on this campus than sensitivity. 
By not showing an interest in world affairs, students are shutting their minds 
to issues that require understanding and contemplation. 

To only be concerned with what is happening right here in Elizabethtown is 
detrimental in that it demonstrates a lack of awareness that will eventually 
result in an uninformed and unproductive member of society. A contributing 
and responsible member of society is one who helps determine the leaders of 
this nation by voting, not bellyaching. One who attempts to understand others 
through knowledge, not by blindly accepting stereotypes One who is concerned 
with international and national events, not just the events that occur under 
one's nose. 

The Black Student Union's presentation on Neison Mandela was offered in 
hope of expressing how a crucial issue that took place thousands of miles away 
is relevant to life here at Elizabethtown.

Reunification of Germany in starting stages 

Hans Modrow, the East German Premier, asked Tuesday 
that talks of reunification begin immediately. World War II 
Allies have worked out a negotiation formula for the 
reunification talks. 

West German Chancellor Helmet Kohl, in front of a 
rallying 90,000 in East Germany, pushed for a equally 
generous Social Security System such as West Germany. 
Kohl said Tuesday while meeting with West Germany 
industrial leaders that his government would help finance 
unemployment benefits for East Germans.

Cuba receives new Soviet fighter planes. 

Washington released a report Tuesday that said a 
shipment of high performance Soviet air craft are in Cuban 
hands.

Embassy this week as demonstrators battled with police as 
Defense Secretary Dick Cheney arrived for talks with 
Philippine officials. 

Thirty people were injured when anti-U.S. protestors tried 
to desmantle barbed wire barricades to the entrance of Clark 
Air Base just North of Manila. 

The protest is a result of rising anti-Americanism in the 
government. President Corazon Aquino would not meet with 
Mr. Cheney after congressional cuts of $96 million from 
Washington compensation pledge for two large military bases 
in manila. 


Silicon Valley group promoting patriotism 

Papken S. Der Torssian, leader of Silicon Valley Group, 
the $130 million electronic business believes it is important 
to keep American technology in American possession. The 
company is trying to purchase a division of the Perkin-Elmer 
Corporation that manufactures high-tech instruments used for 
producing computer chips. 

The Norwalk, Conn, based company has been up for sale 
for a year. American bidders fear that the Nikon Corporation 
of Japan will buy the company, again expanding the already 
dominant Japanese presents in the computer chip industry. 

If Der Torossians bid is accepted by Perkin-Elmer it 
would double silicon Valley Groups size and push them to 
the zenith of a new technology. , If the American company 
loses the "High-Tech" gamble it would be another classic 
case of decreasing American competitiveness in the 
international computer chip industry.

King's eliminates Blue Jay's 82-70 


The Elizabethtown College 
Men's Basketball team’s hopes 
for an MAC title were thwarted 
by a team they had beaten 
soundly 101-77 only a week 
and a half ago. 

At King’s College in 
Wilkes-Barre, Pennsylvania, the 
Monarchs came out smoking 
against the Jays and won a first 
round MAC playoff contest 
82-70 to end Etown’s season. 

The game was Elizabeth- 
town’s first appearance in the 


MAC playoffs in three year's. 


It was also Coach Dave Lebo’s 
first experience in the playoffs 
as Etown’s Head Coach. 

The Jay’s had earned the 
spot after locking up second 
place in the MAC Northwest 
Section with an 11-5 regular 
season record, 16-9 overall. 

They had ended the regular 
season on a positive note by 
winning 66-61 over Lycoming 
on Saturday, February 17. 

However, the Jay’s seemed 
to struggle with the Warriors, 
who had only won two games 


all season long. 

Junior Matt Duffy felt it 
was just a case of preoccupation 
with the playoffs. 

"We played pretty bad. I 
think we were looking ahead to 
the playoffs". 

Unfortunately the Jays will 
get to look no further this 
season. 

Perhaps one of the most 
disappointing factors is that 
Susquehanna, who finished 
ahead of Etown in the 
Northwest, lost their own 


playoff game. If the Jay’s had 
won they would have hosted the 
next playoff round. 

Making their final 
appearances for the Jay’s were 
seniors Jim Hepfer, Brent 
Brugler, Aaron Blanding, Jarrod 
Renninger, and Ken Walton. 

Hepfer finishes as the third 
all-time leading scorer in' Blue 
Jay history with over 1,850 
career points. 

For those seniors, it was a 
bittersweet ending to a good 
season. As Co-Captain Brugler 


said, "It’s over now, that’s all 
there is to it." 


For Lebo and his remaining 
core of Duffy, Troy Portser, and 
Ron Urich, the loss only 
capped off what could still be a 
bright new beginning for Blue 
Jay Basketball. 

The 'Lebo Era’ is only one 
year old and has already notched 
one playoff mark in its belt. 
Now it would appear to be time 
to look to year number 
two.

Racism. It's an ugly word and an even uglier 
concept. Unfortunately, the concept of racism is 
always present in some form or another. Racism has 
no place in society, especially not on a college campus 
where students come together to learn and to grow. 

Racism is a very narrow point of view. Racists are 
people who refuse to acknowledge the equality of races 
or cultures other than their own. No one would deny 
that the acts committed in the name of racial or 
cultural superiority are intolerable. 

However, there is another dangerous kind of racism 
that refuses to acknowledge the differences between 
races or cultures. This type of racist is often heard to 
say, "I'm not a racist. I don't judge people by the color 
of their skin or by how much money they have. I 
believe that everyone is equal." 

This statement is appealing to many people, but it's 
still racist. Saying that everyone is equal denies the 
racial and cultural differences that are essential to the 
identity of each particular group's heritage. This type 
of racism may be the most dangerous of all because 
acts committed by these racists are often not noticed 
or, what's worse, are applauded by society. 

What this type of racist fails to see is the 
overwhelming advantage that corties from encouraging 
diversity. Every one is an individual with unique and 
different characteristics. Every culture and every 
race is special. How can such wonderful cultural 
differences that diversity gh. o.'s to society be ignored? 

Variety, not monotony, is the spice of life, or so 
the old cliche goes. Can you imagine life without 
differences? What if everyone around you, not only 
looked the same, but had a similar cultural 
background? There would be no Mexican food, no Latin 
dances, no Irish holidays. Life would be dull and bland. 

In granting deserved equality to all races and 
cultures, have we lost sight of the value of diversity? 
Has our drive towards a more equal society blinded us 
to an exciting world of differences? Instead of seeing 
everyone as just part of a large group of human 
beings, let's try to see people as definite individuals 
within a cultural group. Let's not lose sight of the 
diversity that adds excitement to life. Let's focus on 
more than equality and get to know each other as 
individuals, not as people just like everyone else. Let's 
celebrate diversity.

Martin became an active 
participant in the civil rights 
movement. Through his 
travels, he met a woman who 
seemed to embody the spirit of 
social work. 

She was a black woman in 
her 70's who had come out in 
support of black civil rights. 
She attended the demonstration 
in spite of the fact that she had 
difficulty walking and there was 
violence expected. 

Martin was amazed, but the 
woman explained, "You can't 
give up hope. If we just went 
home and forgot about it, 
nothing would change. You 
have to want change." 

Through her, Martin 
realized that one has "to take 
personal responsibilities, -you 
only control yourself." He also 


realized that "you can't make 
people change, but you can 
show them the opportunity for 
change." 

Martin eventually switched 
majors and graduated with a 
degree in social work. He got a 
job at an "inner city agency in 
Louisville working with street 
people, transients and abusive 
families." 

It was a drop-in agency 
where anyone could walk in 
from the streets with any type 
of problem. Martin dealt with 
a multitude of problems, 
including finding places for 
people to live, finding food for 
them to eat and getting them 
the treatment they needed to 
survive. 

Martin stayed with the 
agency a few years and then 
entered graduate school at the 
University of Hawaii. He 
attended there "primarily 
because they had a ’ cross 
cultural training program." 

He lived in Maui for eight 
of the ten years he spent in 
Hawaii. Although he 
admittedly spent some of his 
time surfing, he spent the 
majority of his time working. 

He ran two youth centers.

Elizabethtown College 
indirectly saved my life last 
Friday, March 9th. 
Unfortunately it could be the 
last time this institution will 
act in the role of a hero. 

A few of my friends and 
myself drove down to St. 
Augustine Beach,. Florida last 
week to enjoy a sunny Spring 
Break. The weather was 
absolutely brilliant and the 
vacation was nothing short of 
perfect. However, on the day 
before we left, the trip almost 
took a turn for the tragic. 

On Friday afternoon, I 
decided to challenge the big bad 
waves in the Atlantic Ocean. 
One of my friends joined me 
and we bodysurfed for a few 
minutes. 

After some time in the 
water, I realized I could no 
longer touch bottom. Though I 
can swim adequately, I have 
never learned how to properly 
breathe while swimming. 
Therefore, I lose confidence in 
my ability once I am unable to 
stand upright in the water. 

I could feel myself losing 
control of the situation, so I 
decided to swim back to shore. 


My friend, a better than average 
swimmer, also realized the 
undertow was getting a bit too 
rough.

On Sunday, February 4, an 
article appeared on the front 
page of The Lancaster Sunday 
News which, as stated in its 
headline, "offers (the) public a 
peek inside private colleges." 

Extensive financial inform- 
ation about Elizabethtown 
College is featured, along with 
Franklin & Marshall and 
Lancaster Bible colleges. This 
information is taken directly 
from the IRS form 990 and 
includes the names and salaries 
of six administrators and five 
professors as of 1987. 

In mid January, Jo-Ann 
Greene, a news staff writer from 
The Lancaster Sunday News, 
requested the 990 form. Since 
the form is legally public 
information, administrators had 
no choice but to provide Greene 
with the form. 

According to the article, the 
990 form is required to be filed 
by "private, non-profit, 
tax-exempt educational 
institutions" and is available to 
the public. As a sidebar to the 
article, a chart is printed which 
presents the three colleges in a 
comparative format. 

In-depth details are provided 


within the article regarding 
benefits, college net worth, 
college endowments and 
liabilities. 

The publication of these 
figures, especially those which 
pertain directly to salaries, has 
caused some opposition at 
Elizabethtown College. 

"The rationale for doing 
this was not clear," said Bruce 
Holran, Director of Public 
Relations. "I just don't think it 
(the article) serves any useful 
purpose." 

Holran feels the 
information from the 990 form 
is not an accurate picture of the 
financial status of the College. 

Given the extensive 
information provided on the 
form, the salaries should not 
have been the focus of the 
article. Holran informed Greene 
that in order to get "a quick 
picture of the College's 
finances, the IRS form 990 was 
not the best (source) to use." 

He claimed that the 
auditors' reports, which he 
provided to Greene, would be a 
better resource. Instead, "they 
did what the administration was 
afraid of," he said, "by 
highlighting only salary 
information from the 990." 

Greene was unavailable for 
comment: however, Sunday 


News Editor-in-Chief, David 
Hennigan, claims that the 
purpose of running the article 
was "to explain to the public 
how certain colleges pay their 
people." 

Hennigan stated no qualms 
about printing the names of 
these individuals because "we 
would be accused of covering 
up if we didn't," he said. 

Although Hennigan claimed 
that he did not receive negative 
feedback as a result of the 
article, the President of 
Lancaster Bible College, 
Gilbert A. Peterson, submitted 
a letter to the editor, printed on 
February 11. 

Peterson thought the article 
did not tell the full story from 
his institution's perspective and 
considers the article unfair. 

Hennigan supports the 
publication, however, as 
expressed in his obligation to 
inform the public. 

Dr. Ronald Shubert, one of 
the professors mentioned 

specifically within the article, 
is upset by the amount of 
sensationalism used in the 
article. He feels that the only 
purpose of the piece may have 
been to "embarrass local 
institutions," and printing the

Dr. Thomas Dwyer is 
excited by the English language 
and all the potential it has to 
offer.

Too goal-oriented 

Dear Editor 

I am writing this letter to 
address some ideas and values of 
the administration of this 
school. 

The Statement of Purpose 
of Elizabethtown College says, 
"...the College is moving 
confidently toward the 21st 
century, committed to 
excellence, demanding the best 
of everyone, yet always 
sensitive to personal needs." 
And the motto of the college is 
"Educate for Service." 

It then proceeds to state, 
"The achievement of ideal 
balance of curricular studies for 
undergraduate students depends 
upon diversity of intellectual 
inquiry and outlook by both 
teachers and students..." 

Last year I was given the 
opportunity to work at an 
off-campus site which allowed 
me to gain experience in my 
major, as well as in my future 
career. Unfortunately a conflict 
arose which had to be resolved 
through the administration. 

For weeks I was sent to 
this person and then to that 
person. No one was willing to 
take initiative to try and find a 
solution to the problem. 
Eventually I found myself in 
President Spiegler's office. 

In the course of our 
discussion, he said that I was 
"too goal-oriented" and that if I 
felt it necessary to keep the job 
then perhaps I should move off 
campus. 

I could not believe that the 
president of a college could tell 
a student that they were too 


goal-oriented. Goals are an 
important part of succeeding in 
life. How did you get where 
you are today. President 
Spiegler, if you did not set 
goals? 

Needless to say, I kept my 
job and again, the same 
problem arose this year. And 
once again I had to resolve it 
through the administration. I 
chose to follow President 
Spiegler's easy way out and just 
move off campus, but my 
request was denied because my 
job wasn't "proven significant." 

Together with my parents, I 
appealed the deeision. Once 
again I was given the run 
around campus to see every 
administrative staff member yet 
received no results. 

Eventually, I wound up in 
Dean Brown's offiee. After 
several minutes of discussion, 
Dean Brown suggested that I 
"seemed fearful and 
apprehensive of being accepted 
to graduate school." 

I could not argue with that, 

I am apprehensive about being 
accepted. Without graduate 
sehool, I can not enter my 
career choice and the 
$14,000+++ a year that my 
parents and I are spending on 
my education here at Etown is 
for nothing. 

Later in our discussion. 
Dean Brown stated that he had 
to work his way through school 
and meet the necessary 
requirements which allowed 
him to get his Ph.D. He also 
said, "I am not sitting in front 
of you just because I'm Black." 

We were not discussing 
skin color or racial background. 
We were discussing my 
situation and I was very upset 
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by his insinuating that I am 
racist. 

I left, his office not 
knowing if my appeal would be 
approved - he had to discuss the 
matter with President Spiegler 
who was the one who told me 
to move off in the first place. 
After my parents became 
involved, I was approved to 
move off. 

Why was there so much 
conflict over this when the job 
will help me in the future? And 
why was it necessary that my 
parents become involved? After 
all, we are supposed to be 
learning how to deal with 
problems ourselves, yet the 
administration doesn't find 
results until parents become 
upset. 

The answer is that this 
overcrowded school was going 
to lose money from my room 
and board. Economic 
discussion always arose no 
matter who I was talking to. 
But, money shouldn't have been 
the primary object. I am 
coming to this school for an 
education - the knowledge that 
is going to get me to grad, 
school. 

My job was the "personal 
need" that is addressed in the 
college's Statement of 
Purpose." The professors of 
this college uphold their 
responsibilities and take a 
strong interest in the students. 

But I urge the 
administration to sit down and 
take a strong look at itself. To 
President Spiegler I ask, "How 
can a student be too 
goal-oriented?" And to Dean 
Brown, racism is a strong 
concern of yours and you've 
gotten this campus in an 
uproar. But, not everyone on

this campus looks at skin color 
to judge a person. 

Even in situations where 
racial background isn't relevant 
to the topic of discussion, you 
always seem to bring it up. My 
question is why? 

I know I am not the only 
one who has had to face the 
frustrations of dealing with the 
administration. 

They need to sit down and 
study the Statement of Purpose 
of this school and commit 
themselves to upholding it. 

Keep in mind that the 
motto of this school is 
"Educate for Service" not 
"Educate for Money."

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Prof'files: Ken Ober

His education up through 
junior high school took place 
in a two room school house, 
with his largest class consisting 
of five students. 

Although there were less 
than 60 students enrolled in the 
entire school, they managed to 
put together a softball team that 
endured through the years. 

For one of its veterarf 
players (he started in the fourth 
grade), the softball team 
provided his first glimpse into 
the world of athletics. Ken 
Ober was that softball player 
and since then he has done a lot 
more than just "glimpse" 
athletics. 

Ober attended Manheim 
Central High School and played 
football, wrestled, and threw the 
shot put. He continued his 
successful athletic career at 
West Chester State College, 
lettering in the same three 
spoils. 

Ober was the first person in 
his generation of family to go 


to college. Once he was there, 
he further distinguished himself 
by twice winning the 
Pennsylvania State Conference 
Wrestling Championship. 

He also once won the 
conference shot put title. He is 
a member of the West Chester 
Athletic Hall of Fame. 

During college, Ober spent 
two summers participating in 
an officer's training program, 
offered through the Marine 
Corps. Ober became a Platoon 
Leader Corporal and when he 
graduated from West Chester in 
1955 he was a Second 
Lieutenant. 

After graduation, he entered 
the Marine Corps full time. 
During Ober's first orientation, 
an officer asked him if he had 
an interest in flying. Ober 
replied yes, and was almost 
immediately shuttled off to the 
main station to take the required 
tests. 

He was then selected to 
attend flight school, and thus 
began his career as a naval 
aviator. 

Ober was a fighter pilot and 
he has many fond memories of 


the four years he spent in the 
Marine Corps. About some of 
his more exciting adventures, 
Ober jokes, "That's where 1 got 
my gray liair." 

Although he enjoyed 
flying, Ober decided that he did 
not want to make a career out 
of it, "I had trained to be a 
teacher and I wanted to be a 
coach." 

Fortunately, a job opened 
up and he was able to teach and 
coach in the same school 
district as his wife, a music 
teacher. He stayed there for six 
years and experienced a great 
deal of satisfaction as a teacher. 

Ober elaborates: "Junior 
high kids come into physical 
education class eager to learn all 
the skills and activities.. .they 
were fearless in some of their 
skills...and you could really see 
improvements." 

In 1964, Ober decided he 
wanted to work at the college 
level and he got a job here at 
Elizabethtown College. During 
his first few years, Ober 
coached tennis, cross-country 
and wrestling. Eventually, his 
sole coaching responsibility

became wrestling. 

This past season, Ober 
recorded his 275th career win as 
the wrestling te.am's head coach. 

In 1980, Ober became 
Elizabethtown's athletic direc- 
tor. The job entails quite a bit, 
including having the ultimate 
responsibility for all 16 sports, 
working out budgets and 
athletic schedules, hiring 
part-time coaches, and 
regulating pool use. 


Under his direction, 
Elizabethtown College has 
produced 23 Middle Atlantic 
Conference Champions and 10 
All-Americans. 

Although many sec the 
position of athletic director as 
the highest level one can reach, 
Ober di.sagrces. He feels that 
the basics, teaching and 
coaching, "are some of the 
more meaningful things you 
can do."

Cindy is your All-American 
twenty-year-old college co-ed. 
She likes to dance and loves 
little children. She hates 
homework and likes to party 
with friends. Cindy is your 
normal Etown student. 

Patty is your All-American 
twenty-two-year-old college 
co-ed. She likes to run and 
bike. She hates liver and loves 
Chinese food. She is on the 
Dean's list. Patty is your 
normal Etown student. 

Cindy, a junior, and Patty a 
senior, are nearing the end of 
their college careers. They arc 
both majoring in the 
humanities and their long range 
goal is to help people. 

They both are concerned 
about the problems of others. 
Cindy and Patty are both 
bulimarexics. 

Bulimarexia is an eating 
disorder which combines 
aspects of both bulimia 
(binging and purging) and 
anorexia (starving oneselO- 
Bulimarexics start as cither a 
bulimic or anorexic, and they 
eventually develop symptoms 
of the other. 

Cindy became a bulimic in 
her freshman year of high 
school. She would make 
herself vomit because she 
thought she was fat. 


She had read an article in a 
magazine that talked about the 
disorder, but its message 
backfired. All she could think 
about was how easy it would be 
to lose weight. 

All through high school 
she would occasionally binge 
and purge, but she was still in 
control. 

However, when she went to 
college, the stress became too 
much. "Freshman year was 
really bad. It was a 
combination of being home, 
the new pressure of college, and 
the rumored freshman 15." 
(The freshman IS is a blanket 
statement that all college 
freshmen gain IS pounds in 
their first semester.) 

Cindy would make herself 
vomit an estimated three times 
a day. "I was out of control, I 
just wanted to throw-up, it was 
sort of a rush." She began to 
invent ways to keep her friends 
from being suspicious of her 
problem. 

Her favorite plan was to 
leave the room with a bathrobe 
on, go into the shower and turn 
it on, and then go to a stall and 
regurgitate. 

She would leave dinners 
early and stay on the hall late 
just so she could vomit in 
private. She also experimented 


with anorexia by going days at 
a time without eating. 

Finally, after a combination 
of vomiting blood profusely 
and the encouragment of some 
close friends, Cindy decided to 
seek counseling. Eventually 
she overcame the denial stage 
and her battle with the disorder 
was becoming easier. 

Patty, like Cindy, also 
made a recovery due to the 
encouragement of those who 
cared about her. However, her 
story is slightly different than 
Cindy's. 

Patty was never overweight 
When she was in high school, 
she was on the track team. She 
enjoyed running, but more 
importantly she loved the 
feeling of competition. 

When she was a freshman, 
the star runner was a very thin 
senior. Patty wanted to be as 
good as the girl, and felt the 
only way to achieve that goal 
was to lose weight. 

This is when her problem 
began. As a senior in high 
school her weight dropped to 82 
pounds and she was admitted to 
a hospital. 

Fot two months she worked 
on getting her weight back. 
This included the consumption 
of an eighteen-hundred calorie 
shake three times a day. 


When she reached 98 
pounds, she was released from 
the hospital. The first thing 
Patty did when she got home, 
was go running. She was out 
of the hospital, but by no 
means was she out of danger. 

Patty took a year off of 
school before coming to Etown 
in 1986. She commuted for the 
first year, and even though she 
controlled the disorder, she was 
still obsessed with her weight. 

She joined Etown's cross 
country team her sophomore 
year, and the competition was 
once again detrimental to her 
recovery. 

In the spring of 1987, she 
experimented with binging and 
purging. At this time her 
parents realized Patty's problem 
and suggested she get help. 

She went for counseling at 
various places in the area, but 
was not getting any better. 
However, during spring break 
of her sophomore year, she 
went to a specialist in Virginia. 

A week of individual 
therapy and group sessions 
worked wonders for Patty. Her 
attitude had changed and she 
began to open up to more 
people. 

During Christmas break of 
the next semester, she again 
found herself needing 


counseling. 

With the undaunted support 
of her parents, Patty traveled 
back to Virginia. Since then 
Patty has had occasional 
relapses, but for the most part, 
she is doing very well. "This 
year's been great for me." 

Both student's stories are 
different, yet they are also very 
similar. Patty and Cindy are 
both in the recovering stages of 
this disorder, but by no means 
are they cured. 

When Patty gets the 
temptation to return to her 
bulimarexic ways, she goes 
running; Cindy on the other 
hand, dances. They are di£f(^ent 
activities, but both are used as 
escape mechanisms. 

For each day Patty and 
Cindy have to face the 
temptation. Each day when 
they look in the mirror, the 
reflection glares tauntingly back 
at them. Each day they deal 
with the pressure to go one 
mOTe day without being defeated 
by their vices. 

Each day their friends and 
family offer support in helping 
them cope with their problem. 
And because they have 
overcome the denial stage, 
received help and had loved ones 
to depend on, each day they 
win. 


A bulimic tells of her struggle

There I am in the grocery 
store. Waiting in the check-out 
line for five, ten, sometimes 
even twenty minutes before it 
is my turn to have the items I 
want to be rung up and bagged, 
and then finally paid for. 

As I stand there waiting, I 
glance over some headlines for 
the articles, I read, '30 Fabulous 
Chocolate Desserts', 'Extra 
Creamy Strawberry Shortcake 
in only 15 minutes.' 

Then in big bold italics I 
read, 'How to Lose 10 lbs 
FAST.' A pretty confusing 
message for most of us, but 
even more confusing ans 
disturbing for me, a woman 
fighting an eating disorder. 

I was fifteen when "my 
secret" started. Growing up in 
my family, there was never a 
dull moment. My mother was 
an alcoholic, but she was a 
classy one, not the loud, 
drunken stereotypes portrayed 
in the fourth grade, and finally 


divorced when I was in the 
sixth grade. 

My brother, sister and I 
lived with my father for we did 
not want to change schools, 
although afternoon visits and 
weekend trips with Mom were 
frequently enjoyed by the four 
of us. 

When I was thirteen my 
mom died of cancer. The 
process of coping with her 
death was to say the least, very 
difficult 

I think I have done a good 
job in recovering, for the most 
part, from the misfortunes that 
occurred in my adolescence. I 
have never indulged myself in 
drugs or alcohol to escape 
reality, instead I used food. 

I was diagnosed as a 
bulimic in the spring of 1988. 
The binging and purging 
continued for five years prior to 
this time. It got to the point 
for me that I could no longer 
control myself when I ate. 

Ironically, when I began 
throwing up my food, my 
junior year in high school, I 
thought I could stop whenever I 
wanted to. I never realized then 


there would be a point in my 
life that I would be binging and 
purging 8-10 times a day. 

Throughout my childhood 
and teenage years I was labeled 
as the "beautiful one", for my 
sister had the brains and my 
brother has the body for 
athletics. That kept ringing a 
bell in my head whenever I 
would eat something fattening. 

How can I be beautiful if 
I'm fat? So I would decide to 
walk away from the hot fudge 
sundae, but more frequently, I 
would eat the sundae with the 
full intentions of throwing it 
up 15 minutes later. 

Time went by and I came to 
college. My eating obsession 
had its ups and downs. The 
binging and purging occurred if 
things were bad for me either 
academically or socially. 

There would also be times 
when my eating habits would 
be fine for periods of 30 days. 
While this was going on, 1 
knew it was bad, but I still 
thought I could control it and 
stop whenever 1 wanted to. I 
was blind to the fact that I had a 
problem.

Group sessions may not 
work, but Elizabethtown 
College .students along with the 
help of the counseling center 
have set up an informal 
network of students who give 
their first name only and their 
telephone number to the peer 
counseling office. 

Any student that needs to 
talk with someone about eating 
disorders can contact these 
students who have a disorder or 
that did have a disorder in the 
past. 

The key to this type of peer 
counseling is that it allows 
both students total anonymity 
if desired. The only infor- 
mation the caller reveals is his 
or her first name.

In today's society many 
young women and men have 
eating disorders. Eating 
disorders cover a wide range of 
problems. 

On one extreme you have 
the person with anorexia or 
bulimia while on the other 
extreme you have the 
compulsive overeater or the 
type of person that arranges her 
day around food. 

All these things are 
classified as eating disorders. 
Each one is a problem that can 
cause great stress and heartache. 

For people who are con- 
fused or scared and who may 
need help for an eating disorder, 
there is help out there. Beverly 
Piscitelli, interim director of 
the Counseling Center, stated 
that every eating disorder 
presents a different problem. 

Therefore, it is difficult to 
have a group meeting of people

is try to work very closely with 
the counseling center to get 
somebody who is in a rut back 
on track." 

Anyone suffering from one 
of the disorders without 
treatment can inflict serious 
damage to themselves without 
even being aware of what- 
they’re doing. 

Extreme weight loss due to 
anorexia can shrink internal 
organs, including the heart and 
brain; while bulimia can lead to 
diabetes, heart failure and death, 
or even a fatal rupturing of the 
stomach. 

Frequently, victims are 
unwilling to seek help for their 
condition. "It's very difficult 
for someone to admit that they 
have an eating disorder," Groff 
commented. 

At Etown, treatment is 
available and the disorders can 
be beaten. Groff explained the 
help that Etown College's staff 
provides. 

"Once they realize they 
have an eating disorder and 
come to either the counseling 
center or here (the health 
center), the first thing we do is

Bulimia and anorexia 
nervosa are two eating disorders 
that affect individuals who are 
in their late teens to early 
twenties. 

The two conditions are 
found almost exclusively in 
women. Stress, insecurity, and 
social pressures to become thin 
are some of the many causes 
that may lead to contracting an 
eating disorder. 

Since college is not always 
one of life’s most relaxing 
experiences, colleges are often 
faced with high numbers of 
bulimic or anorexic patients. 

Ginger Groff, head of the 
college's health department, 
says that instances of eating 
disorders are "Very, very 
frequent on this campus. We 
hear of a lot more than receive 
trpatment."

High Library 
opens in Fall 


Census comes to college; 
stand up and be counted

Have ten years gone by that 
quickly? Most of us might 
remember the last census, but 
for those of you that don't, 
1990 is a census year. 

Officials from the Census 
Bureau have made a new policy 
of counting homeless people in 
America, but arc sticking to an 
old one that includes college 
students in the nationwide 
count. 

Dennis Murphy, Dean of 
College Life, explained the 
procedure that Elizabethtown 
College will take in the 1990 
Census. 

"We will be distributing 
forms in the residence halls; my 
understanding is that off- 
campus students will be 
contacted at their apartments in 
town. If they get the short 
form, it's very simple; it's a 
very easy form to fill out. 
Every tenth student gets a long 
form, and that will take a little 
bit more time to complete." 

The long form question- 
naire contains more in-depth 
inquiries that the short form. 
One in every ten students will 
randomly be given this as part 
of a random information 
sample. 

Why would it be important 
to fill out a census form? "It 
does have implications for 
students that I think they 
should understand," Dean 
Murphy remarked. 

"One of the big things that 
happens as a result of the 


census is the redrawing of 
Congressional representation 
districts. 

Pennsylvania is in danger 
of losing seats in the House of 
Representatives, so if people 
aren't counted then it could be 
an even worse situation. It has 
implications for federal 
budgeting, so I think it is an 
important thing for people to 
do." 

When families receive 
census form, they usually have 
to fill out one sheet for each 
child. If the child is at school, 
and he or she fills out another 
form, wouldn't that mean that 
the same person is counted 
twice? 

"I'm guessing that there 
will be a question on there that 
will ask for a permanent 


address, so the crossover would 
be eliminated," said Murphy. 

"We hope that everyone 
who gets their form will fill it 
out. One of the things that 
will happen is if they don't, 
somebody will be knocking on 
their door asking for it anyway. 

' There's a real effort on the 
part of the Census Bureau to 
make sure everybody gets 
counted, so if people don't fill' 
it out the first time, somebody 
will be going around knocking 
on doors saying Please help us 
out'. 

Every college student in the 
country is asked to do it. We'd 
just appreciate everyone's 
cooperation in helping us do 
this."

The High Library is 
scheduled to be completed and 
open to students when school 
resumes for the fall semester.

My sister took the 
responsibility of telling my 
father about my eating, for she 
thought it would be much 
better. My dad and her can talk 
a lot easier than him and I 
concerning topics besides the 
ordinary conversation of 'how 
are things going' or academics. 

He was surprised when mv 
sister told him. "She's been 
doing this for five years and 1 
never suspected a thing," he 
said. They both agreed and 
ecouraged me to seek 
professional help immediately. 

As soon as I returned to 
school from my spring break, I 
made an appointment with the 
school psychologist. The first 
thing she had me do was to 
have a complete check up and 
blood work done to see if 
anything was severely damaged. 

The doctor said that my 
liver and throat were swollen 
and some of my vitamins were 
low, but otherwise all was 
well. 

I've learned to really 
concentrate on my feelings and 
why I feel that way at a 
particular moment. If I'm 
angry, why? Or if I'm lonely 
and insecure, what is making 
me feel that way? 

I'll be the first to admit it is 
not easy and it takes a lot of 
effort. It's a lot easier to just 
blow things off and deal with 
them later or not deal with 
them at all, although it just 
seems that those feelings end 
up coming back, only worse. 

Something else that has 
helped me with my eating 
disorder is to remind myself all 
the harm I'm doing to my body 
everytime I purge my food. 
Although I may not really like 
myself, I do care about myself, 
and vomiting my food by my 
choice is in no way taking care 
of myself. 

It's been over a year now 
since I admitted I had a 
problem. I am not cured of my 
bulemia, but I have made 
progress, which is something 
that I am proud of. I know that 
my eating disorder won't be 
cured in a week, or a month, or 
even a year.

"Dorm Talk" lasted for three 
hours and could have been much 
longer. Many topics had to be 
ended prematurely because of 
time. 

The fact that "Dorm Talk" 
could have been longer shows 
that there is a need to have more 
talks like this one, not only 
with Dean Brown, but with the 
administrators and faculty 
members to whom many of the 
questions should have been 
ittklresscd. - 

As Dorm Council president, 
my concern is that some of the 
questions should be brought to 
Dorm Council meetings which 
arc held regularly, as posted. 

I hope the.se "Dorm Talks" 
encourage all students to attend 
their dorm council meetings for 
further discussion if there are 
problems concerning residence 
life. 

Getting things done at this 
college is a two-way street. The 
students have to get together, 
work out a possible solution, 
and go to the proper 
administration or department. 

The administration or 
department, in turn, should be 
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open to suggestions, hear the 
students out, and keep the 
students informed if their 
suggestions are being looked 
into, acted upon, or shoved 
aside. 

The administration and 
faculty should also come to the 
students with suggestions and 
for honest opinions about 
changes which they wish to 
make. 

If everyone continues to 
complain that nothing is being 
done and THEY, students, 
faculty, or administrators, are 
not willing to take action and 
do their half of the two-way 
system, they have no right to 
complain if no one is doing 
anything or if the changes made 
are not what they want.

Those who are reading this are 
probably not very concerned by it and those 
who could be helped by this can't comprehend 
the jumbied figures they see before them.

Perhaps that is what those who went to college 
with Dexter Manley thought. You may not know 
who Dexter Manley is, but he was the All-Pro 
defensive lineman for the NFL's Washington 
Redskins who graduated from college without 
ever having iearned to read. 

Manley eventually went public with his 
problem and sought help. Of course, it should 
have come as no surprise that he was illiterate. 
He fits all the right stereotypes: A big dumb 
foot- bail player, A black man with a drug 
problem.

Fc/zi entered Pennsylvania 
State University in 1966 with 
the ultimate goal of attending 
law school. He was going to 
major in accounting, instead of 
pre-law, just so he would have 
something "to fall back on." 

During his senior year, 
Fazzi realized he did not want to 


go to law school, but he did not 
want to go to work. He began 
looking into graduate programs. 

He eventually decided to 
enroll in Penn State's graduate 
school for his M.B.A. 
Remaining at Penn State was 
advantageous to Fazzi for "if 
you have done good things and 
people have respect for you, 
staying at the same place only 
makes it easier." 

Fazzi may have also decided 
to stick with Penn State's 
business department for another 
reason. As an undergraduate 
student, Fazzi worked in the 
Department of Accounting. It 
was there where he met his wife 
who was working as a secretary 
at the time. 

Fazzi worked at Penn State 
for a few years and then he 
headed off across the country to 
Arizona State University. He 
stayed there for two years as an 
assistant professor of 
accounting. 

In 1979, he left Arizona for 


Texas to take a position at 
North Texas State University. 
He remained in Texas for three 
years and then decided it was 
(ime to go back home. 

He returned to Pennsylvania 
and to work on his Ph.D. at 
Penn State. At the .same time, 
he became an assistant 
professor of accounting at 
Bucknell University. 

Fazzi stayed at Bucknell for 
five years and was cxtrc;ncly 
active in the college 
community. However, the area 
was too rural for him. 

Even though he thinks 
Elizabethtown is much more 
metropolitan, Fazzi laughs 
because he knows that many 
people would not believe that. 

An Elizabethtown College 
faculty member since 1988, 
Fazzi is the Edgar T. Bitting 
Professor of Accounting. 
Bitting, an accounting pro- 
fessor, was "probably the single 
individual responsible for the 
quality and growth in 


accounting." 

When Bitting retired in the 
early 1980's, the alumni 
"funded a position and pul 
money in an endowment that 
would give the college the 
ability to hire .someone with a 
Ph.D. in accounting." 

Besides teaching three 
accounting courses for Etown, 
Fazzi slays active in accounting 
organizations. Presently, Fazzi 
is the the National Director for 
the National Association of 
Accountants (NAA). 

For the NAA, he will 
typically make six to eight 
different presentations a year, 
travel about once or twice a 
month, and create valuable 
contacts and networks for his 
students. 

It is exciting for him to 
help his students find success in 
the field of accounting. Fazzi 
finds that one of the "most 
fascinating things is to watch 
my students express an interest 
in becoming educators."

Rosado to l©aV6 Etown ottered this summer

This is Dr. Caleb Rosado’s 
last semester at Elizabethtown 
College. He has accepted a 
teaching position at Humboldt 
State University in Northern 
California and will be leaving 
after the summer session at the 
end of July. 

"I came here to 
Elizabethtown College with a 
sense of commitment for the 
school, to stay here until 
retirement. The problem is the 
housing market in the area has 
jumped twenty percent in two 
years," Rosado said. 

Rosado decided in January, 
when he still had not found a 
house, to start looking 
elsewhere for a position. 

He was immediately offered 
one as an associate professor of 
sociology at Humboldt State 
University, one of twenty 
schools in the California state 
system. 

"The housing market there 
[in California] is no more 
expensive than in 
Elizabethtown, but I'm also 


getting a substantial increase in 
salary which will offset the cost 
for housing." 

Rosado was also attracted to 
this offer because all of his 
family is in California. Rosado 
lived in California most of his 
life, after moving from Puerto 
Rico in 1949. and is "really 
excited" about going back. 

Rosado feels that Humboldt 
State is "completely opposite” 
of Etown. It is the top school 
in the nation for the study of 
natural resources, and its 
liberal, relaxed atmosphere 
contrasts the conservatism of 
Elizabethtown. 

He further describes 
Humboldt State as a "teaching 
campus, which means that the 
focus is on the quality of 
teaching as opposed to other 
campuses that are very research 
oriented." 

Rosado adds "That's another 
attractiveness because my 
strength is in the quality of 
teaching and I wanted to be in a 
school where those qualities 
were valued." 

He will be teaching 
Introduction to Sociology, Race 
Relations, and International 
Race Relations at Humboldt 


State. Although Rosado is 
looking forward to his move, 
he will miss much of what 
Etown has to offer. 

"The one thing I’m 
probably going to miss the 
most, which I may not 
experience there [at Humboldt 
State] is the fact that this is a 
small college.. .and I'm the kind 
of person that gets involved in 
all aspects of the academic life," 
Rosado .said. 

He adds, "1 feel a sense of 
loss leaving this school because 
I've made some very good 
friends among the faculty and 
administration and I've made 
some really good friends among 
the students." 

Rosado will be missed by 
many at Etown as a teacher, a 
colleague, and as a friend. 

Sophomore Kimberly Hall 
had Rosado for Introduction to 
Sociology last semester and 
says, "He was one of my best 
professors here. He was a great 
asset to the school." 

Rob Rey comments, "We’re 
going to miss him, but if it's 
for his benefit then we support 
him."

In spite of the inclement 
weather, a good crowd was on 
hand to see senior pitcher Chris 
Fluck take the mound in game 
one against the first-place 
Crusaders. 

With the score tied 1-1 in 
the fourth inning, Judson 
Christopher singled in Brad 
Massinger from second to give 
the Jays a 2-1 lead. 

The lead lasted only until 
the top of the sixth when 
Susquehanna answered with a 
sacrifice fly to tie the score 2-2. 
They then added a two-out run 
scoring single to take a 3-2 
lead. 

Blue Jay rightfielder Pete 
Rath ended the rally with a 
diving catch in short right, but 
the Jays couldn't get the bats 
going as the Crusaders took 
game one by the final of 3-2.

Junior pitcher Craig Eby 
picked up the shutout victory 
with a six-hitter.

Etown is currently sporting 
a 10-6 record. Leading hitlers 
include Christopher, batting 
.264 with a team-leading 3 
homeruns and 15 RBIs. 

Freshman John Deitch also 
has 15 RBIs to go along with a 
.294 average. Vic Warke is 
hitting .313 with 2 home runs 
and 10 RBIs. 

Rath, in addition to leading 
the team in hitting, also has 5 
RBIs. Chris Grubb is second on 
the team, hitting .356 with 10 
RBIs and 5 stolen bases. 


On the mound, senior 
lefthander Fluck is 3-2 with a 
2.19 ERA.

Dr. Ronald R. Brown has 
resigned as Dean of College 
Life effective April 14, 1990. 
The reason for his resignation, 
according to President Gerhard 
Spiegler, was stated as "illness 
in the family."

Brown was contacted by

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Adjustments made to High Library 



Bard is a member of the 
new library's faeulty 
eommittec, responsible for 
describing the functional needs 
for the new building. These 
specifications have been stated 
in an official document and 
submitted to the architect for 
the basis of a floor plan.

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Prof'files: Dr. Richard Mumford

If Indiana Jones were 
teaching history at 
Elizabethtown College, he 
would probably feel most 
comfortable in Dr. Richard 
Mumford's office. 

Distinctive artifacts of 
seemingly different times and 
places are everywhere. His 
black and white framed 
photographs are not hung on 
the wall, but placed almost 
haphazardly on the book 
shelves. 

On the walls, floors, tables, 
and every other surface are 
books. In between the books 
are strewn papers, manuscripts, 
and notes, some new, some old, 
and some seemingly well-read. 
One can almost "feel” history 
when entering his office. 

Mumford has had a serious 
interest in history since his 
freshman year of college at the 
University of Pennsylvania. He 
earned his Bachelor's degree in 
history in 1954. That same 
year-, he entered the United 
States Navy. 

During his four year stint. 


he was stationed in Japan for a 
year and "spent almost two 
years there on an aircraft carrier 
that went in and out of port." 

The time he spent there was 
significant, for it not only 
expanded his area of interest to 
include Japanese history, but it 
also enabled him to meet his 
wife. 

They were both working in 
a Navy government office and 
Mumford fondly remembers her 
bringing him a "cup of coffee 
the very first day I was there." 

After asking her out several 
times, she finally agreed to go 
out with him a couple of 
months later. Eventually they 
were married, not once, but four 
times. 

They were married by the 
Japanese government, the 
American government, in a 
Christian ceremony and then in 
a traditional Japanese Shinto 
ceremony. 

Of all the weddings, 
Mumford enjoyed the Shinto 
one the best. Mumford 
explains that "it was sort of 
like a big party." 

Their friends and relatives 
were there and together they all 
drank saki (Japanese wine). But 
there were also elements of a 


formal ceremony, including the 
traditional bowing. 

While Mumford has 
mastered some of the Japanese 
language, he is most proficient 
in Japanese history. He teaches 
Japanese history almost every 
year and, to "add a little flavor 
to class," he often wears a 
Japanese kimono. 

Mumford explains that it is 
"more comfortable than a 
regular sports jacket and suit." 
In addition, it goes well with 
his Japanese slippers. 

The slippers are from Japan 
and they are worn because the 
Japanese do not wear shoes 
inside a house. Mumford 
explains that this practice 
"keeps the house clean and it 
relaxes the visitors." 

In the same sense, 
Mumford feels that by wearing 
a kimono and slippers to class, 
he presents a little less formal 
teaching atmosphere. 

Teaching at a small school 
where he can get to know his 
students has always been a 
positive experience for 
Mumford. He reveals that it is

"It was very real. It makes 
you stop and think," said 
sophomore Chris Calabrese, 
who witnessed the simulation. 

Although this scene was, in 
fact, only a simulation, it was 
carefully presented to 
"emphasize the problems with 
alcohol and driving," said 
Ginger Groff, Director of 
Health Services. 

Elmer, who is the Fire 
Chief for Lancaster County 
Emergency Services offered 
these statistics: 24,(X)0 people 
are killed each year in 
alcohol-related accidents. 534, 
000 are injured in these 
accidents. 

Two-thirds of all people are 
fatally injured in alcohol-related 
accidents, which are also the 
leading cause of death for 
people between the ages of 5 
and 34. 

The drunk driving simu- 
lation was developed by the 
Wellness Peer-Educators on 
campus. Sophomore OT major 
Christine Devlin, who received 


childhood education and 
secondary education. 

The student must first 
complete the recommended 
college courses in their field of 
education. After this is done 
the student must complete the 
following steps. 

First, they must aquire a 
copy of their TB test results 
which are on file in the health 
center. 

Secondly, they must acquire 
a copy of their Criminal 
History Clearance which can be 
found at the Career 
Development Center as well as 
a Fingerprint sheet from the 
Safety Office. 

Next the student must have 


attended some Resume and 
Clinic workshops along with 
being involved with some 
Mock Interviews. 

Next step in the process is 
to begin a job search and 
identify prospective employers. 
Once the prospective employers 
are identified the student should 
have a final copy of their 
resume completed. 

This involves a completed 
Employment Credential File 
with Letters of Reference which 
the student can pick up at the 
Career Development Center. 

Now the student must 
organize a portfolio of sample 
lessons, units, evaluations from 
field experiences, and student 


leaching. The student should 
have taken the National 
Teachers Examinations and 
scored high enough to meet the 
minimum cut-off scores. 

This should be completed at 
the time of graduation. The 
last few steps arc for the student 
to schedule a final advisor 
conference, obtain an updated 
transcript from the Registrar, 
settle all business accounts 
with the college and review the 
commonwealth certification 
agreement with Penn. 

Once all these things arc 
completed, the student can 
apply for their teaching 
certificate by filling out the 
required form and having it 


the idea for this through a friend 
who had done a similar 
simulation in high school, was 
in charge of the project 

Devlin was concerned at 
first that people would be upset 
by the scene and, therefore, peer 
counselors were on hand to talk 
to students. The narration also 
helped to make the students 
understand what was happen- 
ing.

Meyer spent two hours 
applying simulated blood. 



signed by Dr. Orlando of the 
education department. 

At this point the form will 
be sent to the suite which will 
review all the requirements and 
issue the certification. 

This process is slightly 
different from previous years in 
that the commonwealth of 
Penn, previously would give its 
own teacher's certification test. 

As of this year the students 
must hike NTE's (the National 
Teachers Examination Tests) to 
allow for more flexibility of 
students being able to teach in 
some suites other than Penn. 


bruises, brush burns and 
lacerations to the six victims. 

Realistic-looking wounds 
were created with rubber pieces 
that strapped on to legs, arms 
and chests and, much like 
masks, had wounds molded into 
them. 

The blood could be pumped 
through the wounds with blood 
bags which were placed under 
the victims' clothing. 

The crashed cars were 
donated by Cocker's Towing, 
Inc. The county paid for Meyer 
to do the makeup and the 
emergency crews are all 
volunteer. Therefore, the 
college gave very little money 
for the simulation. 

Other nearby fire companies 
were notified of the drill. Had 
an actual emergency occurred 
during the simulation, they 
would have gone in and the 
Etown units would have left the 
drill immediately. 

Eiserer played the drunk 
driver of the Chevrolet and was 
instructed beforehand to act 


belligerently. He was 
unrestrained and his injuries 
included head laceration, a 
fractured ulna and radius, 
damage to the radial artery and a 
bruised chest. 

Marks, Eiserer's passenger, 
sustained head lacerations, a 
deviated trachea, a sucking chest 
wound and a fractured femur. 
Marks hopes the simulation 
taught the students "not to 
drink and drive. If you do 
drink, have a designated driver." 

Roderick, an innocent 
pedestrian received a head 
laceration and bruises, an 
abdomihal injury which 
exposed his intestines, a 
fractured pelvis and a deep hand 
wound. 

Roderick agreed to 
participate in the simulation to 
help the campus and the 
community. "I have children, 
too, and I want to make sure 
that the message is brought 
across." 

Murphy, the innocent driver 
of the Honda Prelude, received 
bruises and a head laceration. 
He is very much in shock 
because his wife, who is eight 
months pregnant, went into

Esh thought that the 
drunk-driving simulation was "a 
good cause.. .because there's a 
lot of people who do it on this 
campus." 

Elmer summed up the 
message of Monday's drunk 
driving simulation by saying, 
"No rules and regulations will 
stop this.

The Women's Tennis team, 
under the direction of 
seventh-year Head Coach Bob 
Schott, bounced back from a 
sluggish 0-3 start to finish the 
sea.son with an overall mark of 
7-6. 

They were winners of four 
of their final five matches and 
recorded the College's first 
winning sea.son since 1984, 
Schott's first year. 

On the other hand, tiie Men 
Netters faced the toughest part 
of their spring schedule over a 
grueling final two weeks. 

They closed their .sea.son at 
5-5, marking their .second 
straight .500 or better .season 
for the first time since the 1982 
- 1 983 sca.sons. 

"The records arc not really

is also in his second season as 
the Men's coach.

It is the second straight 
year that Weidman, who is 14-3 
since September and 36-7 in her 
three-year career, has been 
.seeded number one. 

In 1989, the junior lost to 
eventual MAC champion 
Marcella Seagal of Haverford in 
the semi-finals. 

Seagal is .seeded fourth in 
this year's tournament and 
would face Weidman if the two 
advanced to the .semi-finals. 

"I was hoping Jodi would 
be seeded in the top four," 
Schott said. "It's an honor to 
be seeded number one, 
e.spccially two years in a row."

On the Men's side, 
freshman Steve Barnes will 
carry the banner for 
Elizabethtown, competing in 
the MAC Men's Singles 
Championship today and 
tomorrow at Haverford College. 

Barnes finished the year , 
with a 7-3 record in the number 
one slot.
